Beloved  Brethren,  and  refpe£ted  Friends. 

|npHE  claims  which  your  generofity  has  upon  our  gratitude, 
|  combine  with  the  genuine  feelings  of  our  hearts,  to  induce 
us  again  to  lay  before  you  a  true  Statement  of  thofe  Millions 
both  at  home  and  abroad,  which  your  benevolence  has  enabled 
us  to  f up  port ;  that  by  furveying  the  happy  effe&s  which  have 
refulted  from  your  unwearied  liberality,  you  may  be  encouraged 
ftill  to  perfevere  therein. 

Numerous  and  formidable  have  been  the  obftacles  which  we 
have  had  to  encounter,  but  through  the  powerful  afliftance 
which  God  has  been  pleafed  to  afford,  we  have  been  enabled,  in 
a  certain  degree,  to  furmount  them  all.  In  Ireland,  the  (hades  of 
fuperftition  have,  in  fome  meafure,  retired  before  the  light  which 
the  glorious  Gofpel  has  imparted,  and  numbers  have  been  in¬ 
duced  to  feek  in  Jefus  Chrift  for  that  falvation,  which  they  had 
been  inftru&ed  to  believe  might  be  purchafed  with  gold  and 
filver,  or  obtained  through  relics  and  the  interceffion  of  the 
faints.  Among  the  Planters,  in  fome  of  the  Iflands  in  the 
Torrid  Zone,  we  have  feen  many  who  have  outlived  their  animofity 
towards  the  Gofpel,  and  their  apprehenfions  of  its  having  a  per¬ 
nicious  influence  on  their  (laves  ;  and  who  have  cherifhed  thofe 
Miflionaries  whom  they  once  thought  it  their  intereft  and  their 
duty  to  perfecute.  The  (laves,  in  the  mean  while,  though  ftill  as 
to  their  bodies  the  property  of  their  earthly  mafters,  have  liftened 
to  that  voice  which  proclaims  u  liberty  to  the  captive,”  and  have 
found  freedom  from  the  dominion  of  fin  through  the  redemption 
which  is  in  Jefus  Chrift. 

We  are  concerned,  however,  to  ft  ate,  that  among  the  Miflionaries 
who  have  embarked  for  thefe  foreign  lands,  many  have  fallen 
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Vi&ims  from  time  to  time  to  the  violence  of  the  climate  lit 
which  they  have  been  called  to  labour,  and  to  the  excefs  of  thofe 
fatigues  which  Were  infeparable  from  their  ftations.  Some  of 
thefe  in  a  fecondary  fenfe  may  be  ranked  among  thofe  who  have 
become  martyrs  for  the  caufe  of  Jefus  Chrift.  Yet  fo  far  has  God 
been  mindful  of  his  own  caufe,  that  others  have  been  raifed  up  to 
fupply  their  places.  And  on  the  whole,  the  Work  has  amply  re¬ 
warded  your  generous  exertions  5  but  its  future  profperity,  under 
the  Divine  bleffing,  and  fo  far  as  means  can  operate,  depends,  in 
a  great  degree,  on  the  affiltance,  which  God,  we  trull,  will 
enable  you  to  render  it,  and  which  we  lhall  continue  to  folicit  in 
his  Name. 

That  thofe  who  folicit,  and  thofe  who  bellow,  are  alike  llewards 
in  the  fight  of  God,  will,  without  doubt  be  admitted  by  you  to  whom 
we  now  appeal,  as  well  as  by  ourfelves  ;  and  we  are  equally 
allured  that  even  a  cup  of  water,  when  given  with  a  pious  defign, 
(hall,  in  no  wife,  lofe  its  reward.  Benevolence  when  dire£led  to 
promote  the  interefls  of  Chrillianity  is  a  noble  root,  which,  put¬ 
ting  forth  its  branches  here,  lhall  flourilh  with  unfading  lultre, 
and  bear  fruit  in  eternity.  And  we  can  fcarcely  cherilh  an  idea 
more  plealing,  than  that  of  meeting  thofe  in  the  realms  of  blifs, 
whom  We  have  been  made  inltrumental,  in  the  hand  of  God,  of 
fnatching  from  ignorance,  vice,  and  perdition. 

But  you  will  expea  from  us  fome  Account  of  the  State  of 
each  particular  Million.  And  we  lhall  begin  with  that  of  thofe  in 
the  Well-India  Illands,  where  the  many  thoufands,  who,  we  have 
reafon  to  believe,  have  been  favingly  converted  to  God,  demand 
our  gratitude  to  the  Author  of  every  bleffing,  and  the  tens 
of  thoufands  who  hear  the  gofpel  with  ferioufnefs,  and  bid 
fair,  through  the  grace  of  God,  to  embrace  it  in  their  hearts, 
forbid  our  hefitating  concerning  the  line  of  conduft  which  we 
ought  to  purfue. 

I.  ANTIGUA.

_  Amidll  the  various  occurrences  which  have  marked  the  Pro¬ 
vidence  of  God  opening  a  way  for  the  fpread  of  the  everlading 
Gofpel,  it  has  in  no  inllance  of  a  modern  kind  been  rendered 
more  confpicuous  than  in  the  introduaion  of  the  bleffied  princi¬ 
ples  of  that  Gofpel  into  the  Weft- India  Illands,  and  in  none  of 
thefe  more  particularly  fo  than  in  Antigua.  The  facxed  light, 
which,  accompanied  with  Divine  power,  began  to  diffufe  itfelf 
through  Great  Britain  about  the  middle  of  the  lall  century,  ex¬ 
cited  the  attention  of  many,  who,  prior  to  that  time,  had  contented 
themfelves  with  the  form  of  godlinefs,  but  were  regardlefs  of  its 

power. 
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power.  Several'  of  thefe  no  fooner  heard  the  plan  of  falvation 
propofed,  than  they  cordially  embraced  its  falutary  doCtrines,  and, 
through  the  efficacy  of  Divine  Grace,  found  redemption  in  the 
blood  of  Jefus,  even  the  forgivenefs  of  their  fins.  Among  thefe 
was  Nathaniel  Gilbert,  Efq.  who,  though  a  refident  of  Antigua, 
had  paid  a  vifit  to  his  friends  in  England.  In  the  courfe  of  this 
vilit  he  had  heard  the  glad  tidings  of  falvation,  and  felt  the  powers 
of  the  world  to  come.  The  facred  flame  which  warmed  his 
heart,  was  foon  carried  by  him  to  the  Ifland,  at  a  time  when  the 
inhabitants  were  fitting  in  the  valley  of  the  ihadow  of  death.  He 
returned  thither  in  the  year  1760,  and  began  to  communicate  to 
others  an  account  of  the  amazing  change  which  God  had  wrought 
in  his  foul. 

His  firft  efforts  to  propagate  the  Gofpel  were  confined  to  his 
own  houfej  where,  every  Lord’s-day,  he  collected  a  few  who 
were  ferioufly  difpofed,  to  whom  he  delivered  warm  exhorta¬ 
tions,  from  the  fulnefs  of  his  heart,  and  in  behalf  of  whom  he 
earneflly  addreffed  the  throne  of  grace  for  thofe  bleffings  which 
had  made  him  wife  unto  falvation.  Mr.  Gilbert  was  at  this 
time  Speaker  of  the  Houfe  fcf  Affembly  ;  fo  that  the  authority 
which  was  connected  with  his  office  protected  him  from  the 
infults  of  thofe  whofe  minds  were  enmity  againft  God.  He  had 
not  long  continued  in  thefe  practices,  before  he  felt  a  powerful, 
conviction  that  it  was  his  duty  to  bear  a  more  public  teftimony 
for  Chrift.  He  accordingly  began  publicly  to  preach  the  Gofpel 
to  the  flaves  ;  and  his  labours  were  bleffed  in  a  peculiar  manner. 
Under  circumftances  fo  Angular,  his  ftation  could  no  longer 
afford  him  protection  from  infult,  or  keep  the  tongue  of  flander 
within  the  bounds  of  decorum.  He  neverthelefs  continued  to 
perfevere  amidft  the  various  indignities  to  which  he  was  expofed  ; 
and,  without  deriving  the  leaft  affiftance  from  any  other  human 
being,  had  the  happinefs  to  perceive  about  two  hundred  fouls 
given  as  feals  to  his  miniftry,  and  as  proofs  of  the  Divine  appro¬ 
bation.  Thefe  he  formed  into  a  fociety,  and  continued  to  watch 
over  with  paternal  folicitude,  endeavouring  to  augment  their 
numbers,  and  to  encourage  them  to  perfevere  in  the  wray  to  the 
kingdom  of  God.  But  who  can  comprehend  the  myfterious 
difpenfatlons  of  Providence  ?  In  the  midft  of  his  career  of 
ufefulnefs  he  was  called  from  his  labours  to  his  reward,  and  his 
difconfolate  flock,  like  fheep  without  a  fhepherd,  were  left  to 
wander  in  the  defert,  without  any  one  to  fet  them  an  example,  to 
reprove  their  wanderings,  to  conlole  them  in  their  conflicts,  to 
cherifti  the  infant  work  of  grace  in  their  hearts,  or  to  become 
their  guide. 

From  this  period  nearly  twenty  years  clnpfed  before  any  one 
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fucceeded  him  in  his  ufefulnefs  and  pious  defigns.  At  length 
Mr.  John  Baxter,  then  a  Leader  and  Local  Preacher  in  the 
Methodift  Connexion,  embarked  from  Chatham,  for  Antigua,  to 
labour  in  his  Majefty’s  Yard,  at  Englifh  Harbour.  Animated 
with  the  fame  facred  flame  which  had  influenced  Mr.  Gilbert,  he 
alfo  began  to  preach,  during  the  leifure  hours  which  bufinefs 
•afforded,  and  God  was  pleafed  to  blefs  his  labours  in  an  extraor¬ 
dinary  manner.  The  few,  who  had  furvived  the  ravages  of  death, 
and  had  preferved  their  faithfulnefs  amid  ft  prevailing  iniquity, 
foon  flocked  to  the  ftandard  which  he  had  ereCfced.  In  the  fpace 
of  five  years,  during  which  time  he  laboured  alone,  he  had  col¬ 
lected  together  into  Society  about  one  thoufand  members,  who, 
though  expofed  to  torrents  of  perfecution,  continued  to  adhere  to 
their  profeflion.  Unhappily  however,  the  extreme  tendernefs, 
patience,  and  charity  of  Mr.  Baxter,  buffered  a  laxity  of  difcipline 
to  take  place  by  infenfible  degrees,  fo  that  many  were  admitted  as 
members,  whofe  conduct,  it  was  afterwards  found,  would  not 
juftify  the  appellation  ;  and  who,  for  that  reafon,  Ihould  have 
been  kept  at  a  greater  diftance  for  a  feafon,  till  their  a&ions 
and  manner  of  life  had  undergone  a  more  rigorous  exami¬ 
nation. 

When  other  Miflionaries  arrived  in  the  year  1786,  thefe  evils 
were  vifible,  which  his  charity  had  covered,  and  it  was  found 
neceflary  to  difcard  many  as  unworthy  of  the  profeflion  which 
they  made.  This  made  a  confiderable  redu&ion  in  the  Society. 
But  it  refcued  the  Gofpel  from  difgrace,  induced  thofe  that  re¬ 
mained,  to  walk  with  greater  circumfpection,  and  ultimately 
proved  beneficial  to  the  caufe  of  God  throughout  the  Ifland. 
From  the  above  period  to  the  prefent,  the  work  of  God  has  put  on 
a  more  permanent  appearance.  It  has  indeed  been  fubje<fted  to 
thofe  tides  of  variation  which  are  infeparable  from  this  fluctuating 
ftate  of  things.  But,  amidft  thefe  changes,  it  has  in  general  been 
more  or  lefs  upon  the  advance ;  fo  that  while  the  branches  feem 
to  have  .been  occafionally  blafted,  the  tree  has  been  taking  deeper 
root :  and  we  truft  that,  at  prefent,  it  is  too  firmly  eftabliflied  under 
the  grace  of  God,  for  common  ftorms  to  (hake. 

But  whatever  diligence  and  exertions  may  have  been  ftiewn  by 
any  of  the  fubfequent  Miflionaries,  it  is  to  Mr.  Gilbert  and  Mr. 
Baxter,  under  the  grace  of  God,  that  the  Ifland  of  Antigua  is 
indebted  for  the  early  introduction  of  the  Gofpel.  And  though 
in  the  days  of  the  latter  fome  irregularities  crept  in,  and  were 
permitted  to  continue  for  a  feafon,  yet  confidering  the  barbarous 
condition  of  the  flaves,  among  whom  the  work  was  chiefly 
wrought,  we  have  greater  reafon  to  ftand  amazed  at  the  reform¬ 
ation 
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ation  which  was  accomplifhed,  than  to  be  aftonifhed  that  it  was 
not  more  complete  and  univerfal. 

Daring  the  year  that  has  elapfed,  fince  our  laft  Annual  Report 
was  made,  nothing  of  any  diftinguifhing  moment  has  occurred. 
The  ravages  of  death  have  conduced  many  to  their  final  abodes, 
who  have  left  behind  them  a  pleafing  teftimony  of  their  accept¬ 
ance  with  God  *,  and,  through  the  powerful  influence  of  Di¬ 
vine  Grace,  others  have  been  called  from  fpiritual  death  to 
fpiritual  life,  and  continue  to  witnefs  a  good  confeflion  before 
men.  The  number  of  Whites  in  our  Society,  according  to  the 
laft  return,  were  20  ; — the  number  of  Coloured  People  and  Blacks 
were  2,809. 

In  addition  to  thefe,  fuch  is  the  fpirit  of  hearing  which  prevails  in 
Antigua,  that  on  the  moft  probable  eftimate  which  can  be  made,  not 
lefs  than  20,000  now  attend  the  preaching  of  the  Gofpel.  Many  of 
thefe,  we  have  caufe  to  believe,  have  been  awakened  to  a  concern 
for  their  immortal  interefts,  and  have  been  induced  to  feek  fal- 
vation  through  Jefus  Chrift.  The  reafons  which  now  keep  them 
from  a  clofer  union  with  us,  may  be  removed  in  fucceeding 
years,  when  their  prefent  convictions,  continuing  to  operate, 
may  produce  a  more  evident  change  in  their  spirit  and  conduct, 
and  caufe  them  readily  to  embrace  the  advantages  refulting  from 
Chriftian  fellowftiip.  But  even  on  a  fuppofition  that  all  thefe 
have  heard  in  vain,  yet  thofe  who  are  in  immediate  connexion 
with  us  furnifh  confpicuous  monuments  of  Divine  Grace,  and 
afford  evidences  of  God’s  willingnefs  to  fave  the  outcafts  of  men. 
The  conduCt  of  thefe,  which  is  efpecially  under  the  infpeCtion  of 
the  Miflionaries,  affords  more  convincing  proofs  of  their  con- 
yerfion  to  God,  than  vague  probability  can  fupply.  In  moft  of 
them  have  been  difcovered  marks  of  fincerity,  and  in  many,  the 
moft  unequivocal  appearances  of  Divine  Grace.  So  that,  on  the 
whole,  when  we  furvey  their  numbers,  and  the  changes  which 
have  been  wrought  in  them,  and  in  thofe  multitudes  who  have  de¬ 
parted  this  life  in  a  joyful  hope  of  the  immediate  enjoyment  of 
Go4  in  a  feparate  ftate,  and  of  a  glorious  refurreCtion  to  eternal 
felicity,  we  cannot  but  conclude,  t(  This  is  the  Lord’s  doing,  and 
it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes.” 

II.  ST.  CHRISTOPHER’S. 

Scarcely  h^d  the  Gofpel  taken  root  in  Antigua  under  the  pious, 
labours  of  Mr.  John  Baxter,  when  the  prefent  General  Superim? 
tendant  of  the  Millions,  with  the  Preachers  who  accompanied 
him,  found  means  to  introduce  the  facred  found  of  falvation, 
’  2  '  •  through

through  Jefus  Chrift  into  this  Ifland.  They  landed  on  its  fliores 
in  the  beginning  of  the  year  1787,  and  immediately  communi¬ 
cated  their  intentions  to  the  inhabitants.  On  opening  their 
million  they  were  received  with  the  mod  flattering  tokens  of 
approbation,  and  the  feed  that  was  fown  at  this  early  period  foon 
manifefted  itfelf  in  the  fruit  which  it  produced.  Many,  awakened 
to  a  lenfibility  of  their  loll  condition,  were  induced  to  feek  for 
mercy  ;  and  both  their  language  and  behaviour  foon  afforded 
unequivocal  proofs  that  they  had  found  it  to  the  joy  of  their 
hearts. 

Nor  did  thefe  appearances  delude  the  expectations  of  thofe 
who  laboured  in  the  vineyard  of  their  Lord.  A  fmall  Society 
was  almoft  immediately  formed,  which  gradually  increafed,  till 
the  little  one  became  a  thoufand  in  the  mo  ft  literal  fenfe  of  the 
expreflion,  and  till  multitudes  who  had  lived  without  hope  and 
without  God  in  the  world,  fought  after  falvation,  and  found 
the  blefling  which  their  fouls  defired.  Neither  did  the  religion 
of  thefe  early  converts  confift  any  more  in  momentary  impulfes, 
than  in  mere  profeflions.  Vital  godlinefs,  on  the  contrary,  funk 
deeply  into  their  hearts,  and  enabled  them,  from  an  experimental 
knowledge  of  what  God  had  done  for  their  fouls,  to  exprefs,  in 
broken  accents,  thofe  exalted  ideas,  which  their  ignorance  of 
theory  would  otherwife  have  forbidden  them  to  communi¬ 
cate.  Much  allowance  ought  to  be  made  for  the  condition  in 
which  the  flaves  are  placed.  Thofe  who  are  employed  on  the 
Plantations,  have  very  fcanty  and  confufed  ideas  of  almoft  every 
thing,  and  feel  the  utmoft  difficulty  in  expreffing  themfelves 
with  perfpicuity  on  the  moft  common  occafions  of  life.  The 
teftimony,  therefore,  which  thefe  bear  for  Chrift,  muft  rather  be 
fought  for  in  their  lives  and  actions,  than  in  the  language  which 
they  ufe.  On  the  contrary,  in  the  towns,  particularly  inBafle- 
Terre,  the  clearnefs  of  their  ideas,  and  the  precifion  of  their 
fimple  words,  are  not  inferior  to  thofe  which  many  Societies  in 
Great  Britain  would  convey.  Among  thofe  of  this  latter  de- 
fcription,  God  has  been  pleafed  to  raife  up  feveral  pious  indi¬ 
viduals,  who,  by  leading  Clafles  and  exhorting  their  Brethren 
to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come,  have  rendered  the  Miffionaries 
the  moft  eflential  fervice.  Thefe  are  admirably  adapted  for  the 
ftations  which  they  fill,  both  by  their  piety  and  talents,  and  by  that 
warmth  and  energy  through  which  they  imprefs  the  truths  which 
they  deliver. 

From  the  time  when  the  Gofpel  was  fir  ft  introduced  into  this 
Ifland  to  the  prefent,  the  Miffionaries  who  have  laboured  among 
the  inhabitants  have  experienced  an  almoft  uninterrupted  tide  of 
profperity,  and  God  has  been  pleafed  to  blefs  their  labours 

with 
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with  mofl  abundant  fuccefs.  Didurbances  indeed  from  the  law¬ 
less  rabble  have  occafionally  occurred ;  but  annoyances  of  this 
kind,  when  unfupported  by  power,  only  live  their  moment,  and 
expire.  Thus  far  the  laws  of  the  Ifland  have  afforded  protection 
to  thofe  who-have  efpoufed  the  caufe  of  God  ;  and  we  are  happy 
to  add,  that  fuch  has  been  the  uniform  conduct  of  thofe  who  pro- 
fefs  themfelves  the  friends  of  Jefus  Chrift,  that  they  have  given 
the  Legiflature  no  occafion  to  review  the  protection  and  toleration, 
which  they  have  afforded,  with  regret. 

Towards  the  clofe  of  the  lad  year  the  caufe  of  God  fuftained 
a  (harper  conflict  than,  perhaps,  it  had  been  called  to  fuftain 
from  the  introduction  of  the  Gofpel  to  the  prefent  hour.  This 
was  occafioned  by  a  fpirit  of  persecution  which  burft  out  on  a 
fudden,  (but  not  from  the  Government)  and  raged,  for  a  feafon, 
with  unexpected  violence.  It  was,  however,  of  fhort  continuance, 
and  terminated  with  the  year  almoft  as  fuddenly  as  it  broke  forth. 
The  Church,  during  this  trying  feafon,  flood  like  a  pillar,  and, 
perhaps  on  the  whole,  was  rather  benefited  than  injured  by  the 
(conflict.  Many  who  were  growing  languid  were  quickened^ 
others  were  brought  nearer  to  God  ;  and  the  little  bickerings 
which  had  arifen,  (as  they  will  occafionally  arife  in  the  prefent 
(late  of  things)  were  fwallowed  up  in  the  more  important  con- 
fideration  of  the  prefent  affliction.  Thus  God  makes  ufe  of 
dorms  and  feverities,  to  refine  the  graces,  and  to  prevent,  or 
remedy  the  lukewarmnefs  of  thofe  whom  he  continues  to  blefs ! 

In  point  of  beauty  and  falubrity,  perhaps  St.  Chridopher’s 
may  challenge  the  Wed-Indies  to  produce  a  rival  Ifland.  The 
Mimonaries  have,  of  late  years,  enjoyed  the  inedimable  bleffing 
of  health  in  no  mean  degree,  and  their  accommodations  are  far 
from  being  uncomfortable.  The  Ifland  is  divided  into  two  Cir¬ 
cuits,  and  thefe  afford  fufficient  employment  for  three  Miniders, 
who  are  zealous  and  aCtive  in  the  caufe  of  God.  The  number 
of  members,  at  this  time  in  Society,  are  2,355,  of  whom  28  only 
are  Whites  ;  all  befides  are  either  Coloured  People  or  Blacks. 

On  the  whole,  fuch  has  been'  the  profperity  of  the  work  of 
God  in  this  place,  that  we  behold  at  once  a  glorious  recom- 
pence  for  pad  toils,  and  a  powerful  dimulus  to  future  endeavours. 
May  God  continue  to  carry  on  his  work,  till  all  the  inhabitants 
of  this  fruitful  fpot  (hall  partake  of  its  tflefled  influence. 

III.  NEVIS, 

When  the  work  of  God  fird  began  to  fpread  in  this  little 
Ifland,  in  the  year  1788,  many  of  the  mod  opulent  Planters  op- 
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Wed  its  progrefs,  from  an  apprehenfion  that  it  would  introduce 
infubordination  among  their  flaves.  The  Miffionaries  who  were 
at  this  time  labouring  on  the  fpot,  endeavoured,  by  every  effort 
in  their  power,  to  combat  and  deftroy  thofe  ridiculous  prejudices 
On  which  their  fears  were  founded.  They  fucceeded  fo  far  as  to 
convince  their  judgments,  but  not  far  enough  to  quiet  thofe 
feelings  to  which  their  imaginations  had  given  birth.  For  fome 
confiderable  time  they  were  not  permitted  to  have  accefs  to  the 
Negroes  on  the  eftates ;  and  when,  at  length,  fome  ventured  to 
invite  them,  the  utmoft  caution  was  obferved ;  and  after  preaching 
a  few  times,  they  were  fometimes  difcarded  without  being  in¬ 
formed  of  any  reafon  for  fuch  a  Angular  mode  of  conduit. 
They  were,  neverthelefs,  rarely  left  without  employment :  when 
difmiffed  from  one  plantation,  they  were  foliated  to  vifit  others, 
and,  after  a  ftiort  feafon,  treated  in  juft  the  fame  manner  as  they 
had  been  before.  Thus  confidence  led  the  way,  and  fufpicion 
followed  ;  and  the  Miffionaries,  without  feeing  any  fruit  ot  their 
labours,  were  made  the  fport  of  thefe  adyerfe  principles,  and 
compelled  to  fubmit  to  the  unreafonable  jealoufies  of  the  Planters 

°r But  ^hS^'clouds,  which  darkened  the  horizon  for  a  feafon, 
began,  after  fome  time,  to  difappear,  and  the  little  fruit  which 
firft  became  vifible,  was  of  fuch  a  nature  as  to  give  a  promife 
of  more  extenfive  fuccefs.  The  congregations  became  more  nu¬ 
merous,  more  refpeaable,  and  more  attentive ;  fo  that  thofe  who 
had  hitherto  treated  the  Gofpel  with  contempt,  began  to  furvey 
it  with  veneration  ;  and  feveral  of  them  felt  its  facred  influences 
in  their  own  hearts.  Perfeverance  in  the  fame  line  of  duty,  was 
fucceeded  by  ftill  more  happy  effeas;  and  a  refpeaable  Society 
was  raifed  in  Charlefton,  the  metropolis  of  the  Ifland.  lhe 
fuccefs  of  the  Gofpel  in  the  town  became  an  inducement  with 
many  of  the  Planters  to  open,  on  their  eftates,  thofe  doors 
which,  without  any  reafon,  they  had  before  fhut.  Under  thefe 
circumftances  their  previous  fufpicions  gave  place '  to  a  greater 
decree  of  confidence,  than,  in  all  probability,  would  have  taken 
nhce  if  thofe  fufpicions  had  never  exified,  and  ultimately  pre¬ 
pared  the  way,  under  the  unerring  hand  of  Providence,  for  that 
liability  which  the  Gofpel  has  fine e  acquired. 

The  flattering  profpetts  which  thefe  early  fuccefles  afforded, 
induced  the  Miffionaries  to  erea  a  Chapel  in  Charlefton,  as  no 
nlace  which  they  could  command,  would  conveniently  hold  the 
congregations.  The  inhabitants,  both  in  town  and  country,  con¬ 
tributed  largely  towards  it.  To  this  place  of  public  worftip  the 
Negroes  reforted  from  diftant  parts,  and  the  Society  increafed  in 
proportion  to  the  increafe  of  the  congregations  ;  and  what  is  ot 
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Infinitely  greater  importance,  the  piety  which  the  members  mam* 
felled  grew  rather  more  remarkably  than  their  numbers  This 
may,  in  a  great  meafure,  under  God,  be  attributed  to  theftnct 
difcipline  which  has  been  invariably  kept  up  from  the  firft  tor 
tion  of  the  Society,  to  the  prefent  time.  , 

From  this  early  period  to  the  prefent,  few  obftacles,  ot  any 
moment,  have  prefented  themfelves  to  retard  the  ProfPerlty 
the  work  which  God  has  thus  carried  on.  In  general,  the  Mi  - 
fionaries,  who  have  laboured  in  this  Ifland,  have  enjoyed • ■  co£ 
fiderable  Ihare  of  health,  and  have,  very  rarely,  been  hindered 
by  bodily  affliaion,  in  the  difcharge  of  their  varum?  duties,  in¬ 
deed  this  invaluable  blefiing  has  been  more  generally  enjoyed  by 
the  inhabitants  at  large,  than  by  fuch  as  refide  in  m°ft  ‘ 

other  Iflands.  To  this  public  benefit,  a  remarkably  fine  bath  g 

place,  in  part,  contributes  ;  but  the  principal  advantage  1 
by  them  from  a  fulpherous  fpring,  the  waters  °f  which  operate 
more  or  lefs  as  an  univerfal  medicine  to  counteraft  t  e  1 
of  the  human  frame.  In  Nevis  the  yellow  fever  has,  compara¬ 
tively,  committed  but  few  ravages,  while,  in  other 
filled  the  inhabitants  with  the  utmoft  confternation,  and  hurr 

thoufands  to  an  untimely  grave.  rv>anp1c: 

At  prefent,  though  the  IQand  is  very  fmall,  we  have  two  Chap 

ere£led  in  it,  one  in  the  town,  and  the  other  m  the  corn  t  y. 
Thefe  are  attended  by  very  large,  relpeftable,  and  attentive  con¬ 
gregations.  In  thefe,  preaching  is  regularly  earned  on;  and 
alfo  occafionally  on  fuch  Plantations  as  the  Miffionanes  car 
conveniently  attend ;  for,  at  prefent,  they  have  mme  m  - 
lions  to  places  than  they  can  comply  with.  There  is  ample era 
ployment  on  the  Wand  for  two  Miffionanes,  who  are  flattened 
there,  and  for  one  Local  Preacher,  whom  God  has  been  pleafed 
to  ralfe  up  in  the  Society.  The  number  of  members,  through 
the  ravages  of  death,  and  that  inftability  which  feems  interwoven 

with  theghuman  charader,  has  been  fubjecl  to  fuch  yananoms  as 

the  fame  caufes  produce  in  other  portions  of  the  Tornd  Zone 
The  Society,  at  prefent,  confifts  of  1,376  members,  18  only  ot 
whom  are  ^Whites.  Yet  among  thefe  few,  fome  are  o  co  - 
fiderable  refpeaability  and  influence,  who,  both  fanfli ®n  by  the 
nrefence,  and  honour  by  their  conduft,  the  word  of  eternal  hie. 
The  members  are  divided  into  Claffes;  and  no  lefs  thrntw^ 
Leaders  have  been  taifed  up  among  themfelves,  to  me.t 
regularly,  and  thus  affift  in  promoting  the  general  caufe 
while  the  Miffionaries  are  engaged  in  preaching  the  Golpel  to 
other  congregations.  If,  therefore,  the  genuinenefs  of  the  work, 
and  the  probability  of  its  enlargement,  may  be  efiimated  f  cm 
the  numbers  and  piety  of  tlrofe*  who  confhtute  the  Society  at 
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large ; — from  the  health  and  peace  which  the  Miflionaries  en¬ 
joy  *,  and  the  peculiar  degree  of  refpeCt  with  which  they  are 
treated  by  all  ranks  of  people  ;  and  from  the  numerous  and  well- 
behaved  congregations  which  attend  ; — we  cannot  but  conclude, 
that  this  work  is  molt  alfuredly  of  God,  and  as  fuch,  its 
promotion  becomes  a  duty  incumbent  on  us,  from  which  we  dare 
not  recede.* 

IV.  ST.  BARTHOLOMEW’S. 

This  little  Ifland,  which  belongs  to  the  Swedifh  Government, 
has,  for  many  years,  held  out  to  our  Miflionaries  an  inviting 
profpeCf,  which  a  variety  of  circumftances  have  confpired  to 
blaft.  The  Governor  and  Government,  from  our  earlieft  vifits, 
have  invariably  (hewn  towards  us  a  fpirit  of  liberality,  toleration, 
and  protection,  which,  in  fome  of  our  own  Iflands,  we  have  been 
compelled  to  feek  in  vain.  In  addition  to  this  friendfhip  of 
power,  the  inhabitants,  in  general,  have  uniformly  difcovered  a 
ftrong  attachment  to  the  preaching  of  the  Gofpel,  and  to  the 
Miflionaries  who  have  been  appointed  t©  refid  e  among  them.  Nor 
his  this  attachment  arifen  merely  from  complaifance  and  civility. 
The  truth  of  God  has  funk  deeply  into  many  hearts,  and  the 
fruits  of  the  Spirit  have  been  vifible  in  their  lives.  Our  Society, 
indeed,  has  never  been  large,  but  moflly  profperous ;  and,  con- 
lidering  that  the  rock  on  which  the  inhabitants  live  is  barren,  and 
but  thinly  peopled,  and  confequently  that  the  fphere  of  a&ion  in 
which  the  Miflionaries  move  is  very  contracted,  the  numbers  who 
have  declared  for  God,  are  far  from  being  unworthy  of  regard. 

The  inhabitants  of  this  little  fpot  frequently  fuffer  fo  much 
from  the  hurricanes  which  occafionally  defolate  thefe  parts,  and 
from  the  famine  which  follows  any  conflderable  drought,  that 
none  but  fuch  as  neceflity  compels,  may  be  denominated  perma¬ 
nent  refidents.  On  this  account,  the  Society  bears  its  part  in  the 
common  fluctuation,  fince  many  members  in  thefe  feafons  of 
calamity  remove  from  the  Ifland,  and  never  return  again.  In 
1805,  a  tremendpus  hurricane  (battered  the  Chapel  and  dwelling- 
houfein  which  the  Miflionary  refided,  to  inch  a  degree,  that  the 
whole  building  was  fo  damaged,  as  to  be  rendered  dangerous ; 
and  in  1807  it  was  fo  fhaken  with  another,  that  immediate  and 
expenfive  repairs  became  abfolutely  neceflary.  The  affliCtipn  was 
heightened  in  this  moment  of  diftrefs  by  the  poverty  and  famine 
which  raged  with  violence  among  the  inhabitants,  through  which

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fome  perHhed  for  want.  To  refcue  the  Society  from  this  difafter, 
a  confiderable  fum  was  advanced  out  of  the  Miffion-Fund,  which 
had  the  defired  effe£t ;  and,  after  fome  time,  the  feafons  proving 
more  propitious,  things  returned  again  to  their  wonted  channel. 

According  to  our  laft  accounts,  the  date  of  the  Society  in  this 
Ifland,  is  not  pleating.  The  number,  indeed,  is  much  the  fame 
as  dated  in  our  lad  Report ;  but  the  200  members  of  which  it 
con  tilts,  we  fear,  are  not  making  that  progrefs  in  the  Divine  life, 
which  can  induce  us  to  rejoice  in  their  profperity.  We  have  in¬ 
variably  found  that  a  drict  adherence  to  difcipline  is  infeparably 
connedted  with  fuccefs;  fo  that,  where  the  former  grows  lan¬ 
guid,  as  we  have  reafon  to  apprehend  has,  of  late,  been  the 
cafe  here,  the  latter  becomes  dationary,  and  fometimes  retrograde. 
As  we  (hall  ufe,  however,  all  the  means  in  our  power  to  redore 
a  proper  difcipline,  we  hope  to  have  it  in  our  power  to  give  the 
public  a  more  pleating  account  of  the  date  of  religion  in  St.  Bar¬ 
tholomew,  in  our  next  Report. 

V.  TORTOLA  and  the  other  VIRGIN  ISLANDS. 

Tortola,  the  principal  of  the  Britith  Virgin  Itlands,  was  firft 
vitited  by  us  in  the  year  1787,  at  a  time  when  the  inhabitants 
were  living  without  hope  and  without  God  in  the  world.  For 
fome  time,  the  work  which  began  profperoutly,  proceeded  on 
but  flowly.  The  balance,  however,  foon  preponderated  in  fa¬ 
vour  of  truth ;  and  that  word,  which,  for  a  feafon,  founded  in 
their  ears  like  idle  tales,  began  to  atfume  an  authority  of  which  the 
inhabitants  had  no  previous  conception.  A  Society  was  foon 
formed  of  perfons  who  feemed  to  have  counted  the  cod  before 
they  began  to  build;  and  it  is  not  improbable  that  many  others 
feeing  their  good  works  were  led  to  glorify  their  Father  who  is 
in  heaven.  The  work  promifmg  fair  for  a  continuance,  a  Cha¬ 
pel  was  ere£ted  after  fome  time,  which  induced  a  much  greater 
number  to  attend  the  word.  Through  thefe  means  the  Society 
gradually  increafed, 

As  the  work  began  to  fpread,  it  afforded  more  labour  than  one 
Miffionary  could  poffibly  accomplifti ;  and  when  in  future  years 
another  Miffionary  was  added,  the  facred  flame  warmed  many 
of  the  Inhabitants  of  Spaniffi  Town,  and  of  feveral  of  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  iflets  which  are  fcattered  up  and  down  in  its  vicinity,  and 
like  folitary  rocks,  jud  lift  their  heads  above  the  waves.  On 
feveral  of  thefe,  a  few  forgotten  families  refide,  encircled  by  the 
feas  which  foam  around  them  and  beat  upon  their  fliores.  To 
many  of  thefe  iflets  the  Miffionaries  have  paid  yifits  in  open 
boats  at  the  hazard  of  their  lives,  to  inform  the  inhabitants  that 
Chridjefus  came  into  the  world  to  fave  finners.  Many  ofthefe,  in¬ 
dead  of  viewing  the  gofpel  with  indifference  and  contempt,  have 

exp refled 
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exprefl'ed  the  joy  of  their  hearts  by  their  countenances  at  the  ho¬ 
nour  which  was  conferred  on  them.  But  the  fatigues,  to  which 
thefe  exertions  expofed  the  Miffionaries,  proved,  in  many  mftances, 
pernicious  to  their  health,  and  fometimes  deftruftive  to  their  lives. 
Mr.  Evans,  who  was  ftationed  as  a  Miflionary  in  the  Virgin 
Hands,  has,  fince  our  laft  report,  fallen  a  victim  to  his  extraor¬ 
dinary  labours,  but  has  left  behind  him  a  name  which  will  not 
foon  be  forgotten  in  thefe  diftant  parts.  Jor  an  account  of 
triumphant  death  we  refer  our  readers  to  the  Methodilt  Magazine 

for  December  1807.  .  , 

The  fituation  of  the  Britifh  Virgin  Hands  was  rendered  pecu¬ 
liarly  diftreffing  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Evans,  as  not  a  Angle  mini - 
ter  of  any  eftablifhment,  feft,  or  perfuafion,  was  then  to  be 
found  on  any  of  them.  O  how  mcomptehenfible  are  the  ways  o 
Heaven  1  The  inhabitants  continued  in  this  forlorn  condition 
from  Augult  to  December  1807,  when  Mr.  Hodgfon  landed  a 
Tortola  amidft  the  tears  and  acclamations  of  thoufands.  It 
not  to  be  expefted  that  vital  religion,  during  this  gloomy  feafon, 
fhould  have  made  any  progrefs ;  but  on  the  whole,  appear¬ 
ances  were  more  favourable  than  he  had  reafon  to  exped,  the 
caufe  of  God  having  fuffered  little  or  no  decline.  „ 

Early  in  the  prefent  year,  Mr.  Toland  haftened  to  aflift  Mr. 
Hodgfon,  and  about  the"  month  of  May  another  Miffionary  was 
fent  8on  the  fame  glorious  errand.  Thefe,  we  have  reafon  to  b  - 
lieve,  happily  labour  together  in  peace,  and  God  has  beenpleafed 
to  blefs  their  endeavours  in  a  very  gracious  manner.  The  Society 
in  this  group  of  Hands  was  ftated  in  our  laft  Annual  Report  to 
confift  of  1,8Q0  members.  It  is  now  augmented  to  2,1 i 3,  ot 
whom  89  are  Whites,  all  the  reft  being  either  Coloured  People 
or  Blacks.  So  that  on  comparing  the  two  numbers  togethei,  we 

find  an  increafe  of  373.  ■  ir 

In  thefe  Virgin  Iflands,  men  of  almoft  every  defcnption  a 
friendly  to  the  interefts  of  religion;  fo  that  even  thofe  folitary 
individuals  who  fecretly  with  to  retard  its  progrefs,  are  afraid  to 
acknowledge  the  latent  inclinations  of  their  fouls.  Inftead 
having  any  thing  to  fear  from  the  civil  power,  this  has  oflered  the 
Mifiionaries  its  protection.  If,  therefore,  any  rational  conclufion 
may  be  formedPfrom  prefent  appearances,  the  time  is  at  no  great 
diftance,  when  all  the  inhabitants  of  thefe  rocks  will  f'"g- 
In  the  vicinity  of  Tortola  and  its  appendages,  lie  the  three 
Danifh  Hands,  St.  Thomas’s,  St.  John’s,  and  Santa  Cruz.  _  St. 
Thomas’s  has  been  lately  vifited  by  Mr.  Toland,  who  was  received 
there  in  the  kindeft  manner,  and  met  with  conhderable  fuccefs. 
Santa  Cruz  was  vifited  by  the  general  Superintendent  of  the  h  - 
fions  in  1789,  who  met  with  a  confiderable  number  of  attentive

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hearers  of  the  gofpel.  The  three  Wands  are  now  thrown  open  to 
us,  but  for  want  of  Miffionaries,  it  is  impoflible  for  us  to  comply 
with  the  requefts  of  the  inhabitants.  That  they  are  friendly  to 
the  gofpel,  we  have  received  the  molt  indubitable  proofs  ;  and  it 
is  painful  to  reflect  that,  for  want  of  labourers,  the  fields  which 
are  ripe  unto  harveft,  cannot  be  reaped.  But  the  want  of  Mif¬ 
fionaries,  is  only  a  fecondary  confideration.  Among  the  multi¬ 
tudes  of  young  men  who  now  officiate  as  Local  preachers,  many, 
without  doubt,  would  readily  forfake  all  for  Chrift,  were  they 
perfonally  folicited.  But,  alas  !  the  ftate  of  our  funds  forbids 
us  to  make  a  general  application.  It  would  be  inconfiftent  with 
the  principles  of  Chriflianity  to  call  them  from  their  employments, 
and  fend  them  abroad,  to  be  expofed  to  great  pecuniary  embarraf- 
ments  in  foreign  lands.  This  confideration,  we  hope,  will  oper¬ 
ate  as  a  powerful  motive  with  our  wealthy  friends  to  contribute 
largely  towards  this  glorious  work.  It  prefents  an  appeal  and  a 
public  petition  in  the  names  of  thofe  tens  of  thoufahds  who  people 
the  Danilh  Illands,  to  all  who  love  the  Lord  Jefus  Chrift ;  and 
folicits  them  as  they  value  immortal  fouls,  to  promote  the  interefts 
of  the  religion  of  that  God  whom  they  profefs  to  love.  And 
fhould  he  who  has  the  key  of  David,  unlock  the  hearts  of  thofe 
to  whom  we  now  addrefs  ourfelves,  and  incline  them  fo  to  con¬ 
tribute  as  will  enable  us  to  eftablifh  Millions  in  thefe  places,  we 
truft  we  {hall  be  able,  in  a  future  Annual  Report,  to  lay  before 
them  the  bleffings  with  which  God  {hall  have  been  pleafed  to 
crown  their  munificence.  Similar  applications  which  we  have 
made  heretofore,  have  been  fuccefsful ;  and  we  feel  from  what 
is  paft,  an  increafing  confidence  that  we  {hall  not  now  make  our 
requeft  in  vain. 

VI.  DOMINICA. 

The  Gofpel  was  introduced  by  us  into  this  Wand  in  1787.  In 
1789,  about  150  Blacks  were  brought  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth, 
a  circumftance  which  fo  much  operated  on  the  mind  of  the  Mif¬ 
fionary,  that  exerting  himfelf  beyond  what  his  ftrength  could  bear, 
he  fell  a  vitfim  to  his  exceffive  labours  in  the  caufe  of  God. 
From  this  period  fome  confiderable  time  elapfed  before  his  place 
could  be  fupplied,  fo  that  the  promifing  blofloms  which  firft  ap¬ 
peared,  were,  in  moft  inftances,  prevented  from  bringing  forth 
much  fruit.  Some  among  them,  however,  held  faft  their  inte¬ 
grity,  and  joined  in  cordial  co-operation  with  the  next  Miffionary 
who  arrived.  The  work  which  was  thus  a  fecond  time  begun  in 
Rofeau,  foon  extended  itfelf  to  Prince  Rupert's  Bay,  in  which 
place  the  people  appeared  ripe  for  the  gofpel,  and  a  Society  of 
feverai  hundreds  wvas  foon  raifed.  But  the  low  and  marfhy  fitu- 
ation  of  this  place  proved  pernicious  to  the  health  of  the  Miffion¬ 
aries,  and  two  fell  victims  to  the  difeafes  which  they  caught 
2  while 
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wH!e  in  the  way  of  duty.  A  third  made  a  trial  of  this  in- 
falubrious  fpot,  and  fo  impaired  his  conftitution,  that  he  was 
obliged  to  return  to  England.  The  Society  in  Rupert’s  Bay  at 
one  time  amounted  to  700,  among  whom  were  many  living  wit- 
nefles  for  Jefus  Chrift.  Two  years,  have  now  elapfed  fmce  thefe 
people  have  been  vifited  by  any  of  our  Miflionaries,  who  can  only 
go  thither  at  the  ride  of  their  lives.  Hence  it  is  eafy  to  infer  that 
their  condition  is  truly  deplorable.  As  a  confirmation  of  this  re¬ 
mark,  Mr.  Hodgfon,  now  at  Tortola,  obferves,  that  in  his  way 
thither,  he  called,  at  Dominica,  and  preached  in  Rofeau.  While 
he  was  at  that  place,  one  of  the  Leaders  from  Rupert’s  Bay  vi¬ 
fited  him,  who  obferved  to  him  that  f£  the  people  fat  the  latter 
ct  place]  were  in  a  very  low  condition  for  want  of  a  preacher  to 
«  ftir  them  up  :  that  their  morals  were  faft  on  the  decline,  they 
t(  having  had1  no  preacher  for  two  years.”  He  concluded  by  ob- 
ferving,  u  Unlefs  fomething  be  done  for  Dominica,  I  am  afraid 
Methodifm  will  fink.” 

To  remove  the  caufe  of  complaint,  namely,  the  unhealthinefs 
of  the  prefent  fituation,  is  totally  impoflible  5  but  this  evil  might, 
in  a  great  meafure,  be  obviated  by  ere&ing  a  dwelling-houfe  for 
the  Mifiionary  on  fome  elevated  fpot  near  the  town  ;  for  at  no 
great  diftance  fuch  airy  and  dry  fituations  may  be  found.  But 
here  again  our  refources  fail  us :  for  though  they  are  confiderable, 
they  are  not  equal  to  the  extenfivenefs  of  the  work  which  might 
be  carried  on.  If,  however,  this  dwelling-houfe  could  be  built, 
preaching  would  once  more  be  reftored  to  the  deferted  inhabitants, 
who  have  already  a  chapel  in  which  to  affemble.  Their  former 
chapel  was  blown  down  by  a  violent  hurricane }  but  through  their 
own  exertions  and  the  contributions  of  fome  generous  friends, 

the  Society  were  enabled  to  rebuild  it.  ^ 

I11  other  parts  of  this  ifland  the  work  is  rather  in  a  profperous 
ftate,  more  fo  than  might  be  expefted  from  the  prejudices  of  the 
major  part  of  the  people  who  are  ftrongly  attached  to  the  Church 
of  Rome.  Many,  however,  have  thrown  off  their  fhackles,  and 
affumed  fortitude  enough  to  fmile  at  the  anathemas  of  the  Romifh 
Priefts.  Some  of  thefe,  through  grace,  bear  a  noble  teftimony 
for  Chrift,  that  he  hath  power  upon  earth  to  forgive  fms.  In 
thefe  departments  of  the  ifland,  our  Miflionary  labouis  with  fidel- 
itv,  zeal,  and  fuccefs.  Nothing  of  any  remarkable  import  has 
occurred  during  the  paft  year.  The  numbers  in  Society,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  lateft  accounts,  were  803,  two  of  whom  only  are 
white  people. 


VII.  ST. 
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VII.  ST.  VINCENT’S. 


This  is  the  fecond  ifland  which  the  Methodift  Miflionaries  en¬ 
tered  with  a  defign  to  eflablifh  the  gofpel,  when  they  firft  vifited 
the  Weil  Indies.  This  was  in  1787.  On  their  firft  arrival  they 
were  treated  with  many  flattering  marks  of  refpetff  by  the  inhab¬ 
itants,  which,  with  fome  partial  interruptions,  have  continued  to 
the  prefent  day.  In  1793,  a  moil  fevere  edi£l  paffed  the  legifia- 
tive  affembly  of  the  ifland,  to  prevent  the  preaching  of  the  gof¬ 
pel,  and  it  was  immediately  executed  with  all  its  rigour.  It  was, 
however,  of  Ihort  continuance  j  for  his  majefty  foon  afterwards 
gracioufly  difallowed,  and  thereby,  in  effect,  repealed  the  law. 

From  that  time  to  the  prefent  no  impediment  of  importance 
has  been  permitted  to  oppofe  the  progrefs  of  the  gofpel.  Many  of 
thofe  who  were  once  perfecutors  are  now  become  friends,  and 
fhew  to  the  Miflionaries  a  degree  of  kindneis  and  hofpitality 
which  is  fcarcelv  equalled  in  any  other  ifland.  Several  cl  the 
wealthy  planters  have  opened  their  houfes  for  their  reception,  and 
given  them  accefs  to  their  negroes  at  all  proper  times.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  this,  the  negroes  are  permitted  to  attend  public  preaching 
at  fuch  places  as  are  convenient  a  favour  which  we  had  at  one 
time  reafon  to  fear  they  would  never  obtain.  It  is  not,  however, 
to  be  underftood  that  this  permiflion  is  univerfal  throughout  the 
ifland.  The  pr?judices  of  many  are  rather  foftei  ed  than  fubdued, 
and  would,  probably,  break  forth  again  with  renewed  violence,  if 
the  civil  power  were  to  lend  its  aid.  Nevertheleis,  the  Miflion¬ 
aries  have  peace  in  all  their  borders,  and,  on  the  whole,  have  more 
places  open  to  them  than  they  could  regularly  have  fupplied  with 
preaching,  if  their  health  had  been  unimpaired.  But  in  this  re- 
fpecl  our  two  Miflionaries  have  fuffered  feverely  the  lall  year. 
Mr.  Thompfon  has  fcarcely  been  free  from  the  fever  and  ague 
fi  ce  he  has  been  upon  the  ifland.  To  add  to  this  afihdlion,  Mr. 
Morrifon,  his  colleague,  after  fuffering  from  the  fever  a  few  days, 
fell  a  vibiim  to  its  ravages  on  Friday,  May  6,  1808,  and  entered 
into  glory  in  the  peace  of  God. 

But  amidft  the  gloom  of  forrow  which  thefe  awful  vifltations  of 
God  occaficn,  we  have  the  happinefs  to  ftate  that,  on  the  whole, 
the  work,  through  the  ifland,  affords  many  pleafmg  profpects. 
Through  the  afflidlions  which  have  been  mentioned,  the  country 
congregations  have  been  much  negledled,  yet  the  Society  at  large 
has  admitted  of  a  fmall  increafe.  u  Our  prolpefls,”  fays  Mr. 
Thompfon,  u  are  of  a  promifing  nature,  had  we  but  health  and 
i(  flrength  to  improve  them.  With  refpedl  to  numbers  in  Society 
<c  1  cannot  be  correfl,  having  found  it  impoffible  to  take  the  ex- 
“  a£l  number  of  the  windward  Society.  With  refpect  to  the 
«c  town,  I  find  it  to  exceed  that  of  lafl:  year :  we  may,  therefore, 

Q  “  fafely 
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“  fafely  fet  down  the  laft  year’s  number.”  Thefe  were  Rated  in 
our  laft  Report  to  amount  to  2,374  members.  In  another  letter, 
dated  May  4,  1808,  Mr.  Thompfon  obferves,  “There  are  at  pre- 
“  fent  many  good  profpedts  that  Chrift’s  kingdom  will  be  enlarge 
ed  in  this  ifland.  In  one  place  to  leeward,  in  which  we  have 
“  a  good  large  houfe  and  lot  which  we  have  lately  converted  into 
€S  a  chapel,  where  wefometimes  formerly  had  not  twenty  hearers, 
u  we  now  have  congregations  of  250  or  300  perfons,  and  hope 
“  foon  to  have  a  large  Society,  as  the  hearers  are  not  only  nume- 
rous  but  peaceable.” 

VIII.  BARBADOES. 


When  the  gofpel  was  carried  into  this  ifland  in  1788,  we  ex- 
pe£ted  that  the  inhabitants  of  this  ancient  Britifh  colony  would 
have  received  it  with  joy.  But  in  this,  as  in  many  other  inftances, 
we  have  feen  reafon  to  diftruft  our  calculations  on  future  events. 
The  inhabitants  in  general  have  been  more  callous  to  convidtion, 
and  have  manifefted  more  difinclination  to  receive  inftrudlion,  than 
thofe  of  other  iflands,  of  which  we  have  indulged  lefs  promifing 
hopes.  A  fmall  Society  was,  however,  foon  raifed,  and  as  fucb 
It  has  continued,  and  ftill  continues  to  the  prelent  day.  But  for 
the  fcantinefs  of  its  numbers,  we  have  found  no  contemptible 
compenfation  in  the  remarkable  piety  of  its  members.  And  this, 
perhaps,  is  rendered  the  more  confpicuous  by  being  contrafted 
with  the  furrounding  vices  of  thofe  who  are  ftrangers  to  God. 
The  few  who  have  put  their  hands  to  the  gofpel  plough,  have 
manifefted  fuch  peculiar  attachment  to  the  Miflionaries  who  have 
been  fent  among  them,  that,  notwithftanding  the  prevailing  wick- 
ednefs  of  the  place,  fcarcely  one  ha«  ever  left  them  without  drop¬ 
ping  the  tear  of  regret.  In  general,  only  one  Miffionary  has  been 
Rationed  on  this  ifland  at  once,  and  his  labours  have  chiefly  been 
confined  to  Bridgetown,  in  which  the  principal  part  of  the  So¬ 
ciety  refute,  .  ^ .  - 

On  July  17,  1807,  Mr.  Robinfon,  who  had  been  appointed  to 
labour  in  this  ifland,  paid  the  debt  of  nature,  leaving  the  defert- 
ed  Society,  from  that  time  till  the  following  November,  without  a 
minifter.#  At  this  time  Mr.  Willis,  on  his  paflfage  to  another 
ifland,  was  induced  by  the  diftrefles  of  the  Society,  to  continue 
here,  though  he  defignedly  touched  at  it  only  as  an  occafional  vi- 
litor.  From  him  we  learn  that  the  little  Society  ftill  retains  its 

f  rimitive  chara£!er,  and  fince  his  arrival  has  received  fome  increafe. 

n  our  Minutes  for  1807,  the  whole  number  was  ftated  at  36. 
They  are  now  augmented  to  42,  At  prefent  the  congregations

are  large  and  attentive,  and  feveral  doors  have  been,  opened  on  the 
plantations  ;  but  one  Miffionary  cannot  do  full  juftice  both  to  the 
town  and  country.  From  thefe  new  openings,  from  the  little  re¬ 
vival  which  has  taken  place,  and  the  inereafe  and  apparent  feri- 
oufnefs  of  the  congregations,  we  are  induced  to  hope  for  better 
days  ;  and  hence  {hall  embrace  the  earlied  opportunity  of  fending 
another  Miffionary  to  the  ifland,  as  far  as  is  confident  with  the 
work  at  large. 

In  addition  to  the  numbers  in  Society  which  we  have  mention¬ 
ed  above,  there  are  fifteen  foldiers  and  four  of  their  wives,  who 
are  ferious,  and  regularly  meet  in  clafs.  But  thefe,  from  the  pe¬ 
culiarity  of  their  fituations,  have  po  opportunity  of  afTociating 
with  the  inhabitants.  They  belong  to  the  63d  regiment.  Some 
of  them  had  embraced  the  gofpei  before  they  left  Ireland  for  Bar- 
badoes.  They  have  a  room  in  the  Garrifon  at  fix  dollars  per 
month,  and  hold  meetings  twice  every  day  except  Saturdays,  on, 
which  they  are  almoft  wholly  engaged  in  military  duties.  Th£y 
are  alfo  vifited  by  the  Miffionary,  and  a  Local  Preacher  who  re- 
fides  in  the  ifland,  who  preach  to  them  and  others  as  often 
as  circumftances  will  admit. 

IX.  GRENADA* 

The  date  of  religion  in  this  ifland,  in  a  certain  degree,  bears  a 
ftrofig-  refemblance  to  that  in  Barbadoes  5  though  the  reafons  why 
the  gofpei  is  not  more  profperous  are  more  obvious.  The  negroes* 
in  general,  throughout  the  country  parts,  fpeak  only  a  broken  dia¬ 
led!  of  the  French  language.  Grenada  was  fird  vifited- by  us  in 
1789,  and  very  ffiortly  after  the  preaching  was  eftablifhed,  a  final! 
but  pious  Society  was  formed  in  St.  George’s,  the  capital  of  the 
ifland.  .  The  diverlity  of  language,  however,  betv/een  the  town 
and  country,  confined  our  early  Miffionaries  to  the  former  •,  and 
for  fome  time  we  had  little  or  no  hopes  of  extending  the  work. 
At  length,  a  Miffionary  acquainted  with  the  French  tongue,  was 
fent  hither  from  Jerfey,  but  was  foon  taken  from  his  labour  to  his 
reward.  From  the  time  of  his  death  to  the  prefent,  we  have  not 
been  able  to  fupply  his  place,  on  which  account  the  gofpei  has. 
not  been  carried  into  the  country  among  the  negroes  on  the  plan¬ 
tations  j  one  Miffionary  is  therefore  deemed  fufficient  for  the 
place. 

We  have  no  reafon  to  believe  that  any  thing  remarkable  has 
occurred  here  fince  we  made  our  lad  report.  The  Society  then 
confided  of  ninety  members.  It  ought  not,  however,  to  he  for¬ 
gotten,  that  the  piety  of  thofe  who  have  thus  proclaimed  for  God, 
has  almoft  invariably  continued  unfhaken.  They  may  judly  be 
edeemed  ornaments  to  their  profeffion,  and  examples  of  fimpli* 
city,  uprightnefs,  and  peace. 
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X.  JAMAICA. 


From  the  great  extent  of  this  Queen  of  our  colonial  poffefftons, 
•we  flattered  ourfelves,  when  the  gofpel  was  about  to  be  introduced 
into  it  by  our  Miffionaries,  that  the  work  would  be  proportion- 
ably  extenfive.  And,  indeed,  had  not  perfection  been  permitted 
to  rage  with  more  than  common  violence,  we  have  reafon  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  fuccefs,  under  the  grace  of  God,  would  have  realiz¬ 
ed  our  mod  fanguine  hopes.  To  recount  the  various  formswhich 
perfecution  has  affumed,  and  the  different  degrees  of  fufferings  to 
which  the  Miffionaries  have  been  expofed  in  this  ifland,  would 

require  a  volume  rather  than  a  report. 

Many  of  our  fubfcribers  will  recolledt  that  towards  the  clofe  of 
1802,  an  a£t  paifed  the  legiflature  of  Jamaica  to  prohibit  all  per- 
fons  from  “  preaching,  not  qualified  acccording  to  the  laws  of  the 
is  ifland.”  This  ediff,  which  was,  in  efrefh,  a  fufpenfion  of  the 
Tol oration- A£f,  filenced  both  the  Methodifl  and  Baptift  Miffion¬ 
aries,  and  completely  fhut  up  their  chapels.  A  partial  indulgence 
was  granted  to  Mr.  Fifh,  our  fuperin  ten  dent  Miffionary  j  but  Mr. 
Campbell,  another  MiiTionary,  was  committed  to  the  public  gaol, 
where  he  was  rigidly  confined  for  a  month.  The  edi&,  however, 
on  arriving  in  England,  to  obtain  the  royal  fanftjon^was  reje&ed 
by  his  Majefty  in  Council.  In  confequence  of  this  rejeaion  or  re¬ 
peal  of  the  law,  the  work  which  had  been  fufpended,  foon  expe^ 
rienced  a  bleffed  revival.  In  Morant  Bay,  in  which  a  great  awak¬ 
ening  had  juft  begun,  and  in  many  other  places  in  which  the 
o-ofpel  either  had  not  been  preached  or  had  been  heard  with  in¬ 
difference,  a  great  enquiry  was  made  by  numbers  of  the  people 
about  the  things  which  concerned  their  everlafting  peace.  The 
Society  which  had  been  reduced  by  the  late  perfecution  to  between 
five  and  fix  hundred,  was  augmented  to  upwards  of  800  in  1806, 

and  tliefe  had  increased  to  1000  in  1807.  1 

But,  alas !  in  the  myfterious  providence  of  God,  them  proiper- 
ous  appearances  had  no  long  continuance.  In  December  1807, 
the  legiflature,  as  if  determined  to  banifh  tile  gofpel  from  the  ifland, 
raffed  the  following  law  “  That  if  any  of  the  flaves  fhould  be 
«  found  in  the  Chapel,  Coventicle,  or  other  place  of  worfhip,  or 
ic  dwelling-houfe  of  a  Miffionary,  fuch  Miffionary fhould  be  fined 
a  f  % o  for  every  fucb  flave  found  as  above.”  This  was  the  lead¬ 
ing  trait  of  the  law,  the  whole  of  which  would  be  far  too  long 
to  infert  within  the  limits  of  a  report.  All  our  chapels  in  this 
ifland  are  now  fhut  up,  the  Miffionaries  filenced,  and  the  work  of 
God,  to  all  appearance,  at  a  ftand.  However,  the  bufinefs  is 
now  before  his  Majefty  in  Council,  and  all  the  minute  circum- 
ftances  of  the  perfecution  and  its  confequences  will,  in  due  time, 
be  laid  before  the  public.  ■  <  _rT  rT.TTT7 
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XJL  TriE  BAHAMA  ISLANDS* 

Several  years  had  elapfed  after  the  gofpel  had  been  introduced 
into  the  other  Weft  India  iilands  within  the  Britifh  dominions* 
before  any  attempts  were  made  to  introduce  it  into  the  Bahamas. 
But  the  inhabitants  of  thefe  iilands  were  foon  found  more  willing 
to  receive  inftruCtion  than  thofe  of  fome  other  parts,  of  whom 
we  had  expected  better  things.  Some  awful  vifitations  of  Provi¬ 
dence,  however,  at  firft  apparently  retarded  the  progrefs  of  the 
work,  by  reducing  the  inhabitants  to  great  diftrefs.  However, 
for  the  two  laft  years,  the  gofpel  has  taken  a  more  extenfive 
fpread,  by  which  means  we  may  juftly  infer  that  it  has  been 
rendered  more  extenfiv^ly  ufeful. 

During  the  firft  years  of  its  eftabliihment,  it  was  confined  to 
New  Providence  *,  and  from  this  ifland  it  extended  to  one  or  two 
others  which  lie  in  its  vicinity.  In  thefe  latter  it  has  alfo  met  with 
a  favourable  reception,  and  fmail  Societies  of  ferious  and  affeCtion- 
ate  people  have  been  formed  upon  them.  But  ftill  feveral  of  thefe 
iflets,  on  each  of  which  a  few  fcores  of  families  have  taken  up  their 
refidence,  have  been  precluded  from  the  means  of  inftru&ion. 
Unhappily  this  is  not  merely  the  cafe  with  refpeCt  to  religion,  but 
even  as  it  refpeCts  the  firft  rudiments  of  the  moft  fimple  educa¬ 
tion.  But  circumftanced  as  we  are,  we  can  only  behold  the  cala¬ 
mity  to  deplore  its  extent,  without  having  it  in  our  power  to  ad- 
minifter  relief.  A  greater  number  of  Miflionaries,  and  an  increafe 
of  pecuniary  afiiftance,  are  alike  neceifary  to  enable  us  to  carry 
the  glad  tidings  of  joy  to  thefe  forgotten  remnants  of  mankind. 

Hitherto  the  labours  of  our  Miffionaries  have  been  confined  to 
New  Providence  and  its  more  immediate  dependencies  5  and  from 
thefe  places,  during  the  laft  year,  we  have  received  very  favour¬ 
able  accounts.  Mr.  Rutledge,  who  has  been  feveral  years  ftation- 
ed  at  New  Providence,  thinks  the  year  that  is  now  palled  the  moft 
profperous  for  the  caufe  of  God  he  has  known.  Multitudes  flock 
to  hear,  the  Society  has  increafed,  and  all  continue  to  enjoy  in 
tranquillity  their  gofpel  privileges  and  the  protection  of  the  laws.. 
Among  the  members  of  the  Society  are  many  white  people  of  re- 
fpe&ability  and  influence,  who  afford  (belter  to  the  more  defence- 
lefs  of  the  Society ;  fo  that  oppofers  are  compelled  to  keep  them- 
felves  at  a  refpeCtful  diftance  from  the  objed  of  their  difap- 
probation. 

The  whole  number  in  Society,  according  to  our  laft  returns, 
amounted  to  91  whites,  and  148  blacks;  which  is  an  increafe  of 
nearly  70  from  the  ftatement  given  in  our  laft  Report,  Thefe  con¬ 
tinue  zealous  for  God,  and  anxious  to  fpread  his  praifes ;  and  bid 
fair  to  endure  to  everlasting  life.  But  amidft  this  appearance  of 
profperity,  we  have  i;o  lament  that  Mr.  Turton,  our  fuperintend- 
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ing  Miffionary,  is  nearly  worn  out  with  his  labours.  To  fuch  a 
weak  fh.te  has  he  been  reduced,  that,  during  the  greater  part  of  the 
year,  the  congregations  were  deprived  of  his  miniftry.  He  is  now 
gone  to  vifii  the  United  States,  for  the  recovery  of  his  health  by 
the  urgent  advice  of  his  Phyfician,  whofe  teltimony  on  the  pro¬ 
priety  of  this  ftep,  Mr.  Turton  transmitted  to  us.  We  would  de- 
youtly  pray  that  God  would  be  pleafed  to  reftore  his  health,  and 
fend  more  labourers  into  his  vineyard.* 

XII.  BERMUDA. 

The  inhabitants  of  this  ifland,  who  are  at  a  vaft  diftance  from 
any  other  land,  and,  in  general  much  farther  from  God,  were  vi- 
iited  many  years  fmce  by  Mr.  Stephenfon,  one  of  our  Miffionaries, 
who  was  foon  favoured  with  fome  flattering  profpe£Is  of  fuccefs. 
But  the  enemies  of  righteoufnefs  raifed  a  ftorm  of  perfection 
againft  him,  and  got  him  imprifoned  fix  months,  by  an  iniquitous 
edi£I  of  the  aflembly  of  the  ifland,  enabled  on  purpofe  to  oppofe 
the  preaching  of  the  gofpel.  By  this  imprisonment  his  conAitu- 
tion  was  b  oken,  and  it  was  neceflary  to  recall  him  from  this  ifland. 
On  his  removal,  the  infant  Society  foon  dwindled  away  y  and 
thofe  who  once  bade  fair  for  eternal  glory,  mingled  again  with 
the  common  mais.  Their  goodnefs,  therefore,  became  like  the 
mornin-  cloud,  and  like  the  early  dew,  it  vanifhed  away. 

Three  years  elapfed  before  the  law  which  injured  Mr.  Stephen¬ 
fon  and  the  caufe  of  God  became  void  ;  and  even  then  it  was  with 
difficulty  that  a  Miflionary  could  be  prevailed  upon  to  enter  on 
this  hoilile  fpot.  Mr.  Black,  of  Nova  Scotia,  made  an  attempt, 
but  fome  providential  tircumjhmces  obftrudted  his  way.  At 
length  Mr.  Marfden  undertook  the  hazardous  talk,  and  failed  from 
New  Brunfwick  in  the  month  of  April  of  the  prefent  year.  On 
his  arrival  he  was  received  by  the  people  at  large  with  evident 
marks  of  disapprobation,  but  by  the  Governor  and  Attorney  Ge¬ 
neral  with  much  politenefs  and  refpedt.  On  making  enquiry 
after  thofe  whom  Mr.  Stephenfon  had  been  obliged  to  leave,  he 
could  find  only  a  few  individuals  who  had  retained  their  ferious 
impreffions.  He  had  therefore  all  his  work  to  begin,  nearly  as

rightful  mores. 

.  M,any>  however,  who.  had  been  the  thief  means  of  emQ. 
mg  that  perfecting  law,  and  of  imprifoning  Mr.  Stephenfon,  are 
now  no  more.— are  gone  to  anfwer  for  their  condiia.  On  thefe 
aecounts  we  have  but  little  interruption  to  fear  from  that  quarter: 
and  fhould  it  anfe  from  any  other,  the  fpirit  of  toleration  which 
the  Governor  has  manitefted,  promifes  all  the  protection  which 
jultice  can  claim,  or  the  laws  enfure.  Qn  thefe  co  liberations  it 
it  mull  be  evident  that  our  fuccefs  in  this  ifland  rather  lies  in  prof- 
pea  than  pofteffion.  The  Miffionary,  at  prefent,  preaches  in  a 
imall  room,  to  a  fmall  but  rather  increafmg  congregation.  The 
behaviour  of  this  congregation  indicates  a  future  harveft,  and 
itrong  hopes  are  entertained  that  we  ffiall  not  ultimately  be  con- 
ftramed  to  fay,  “  All  day  long  have  we  ftretched  forth  our  hands 
to  a  duobedient  and  gainfaying  people  ”  Should  the  gofpel  take 
root  m  this  delightful  fpot,  fuch  is  the  faiubrity  of  the  air  and 
c  imate,  that  we  have  but  little  to  fear  from  interruptions  arifmg' 
from  thofe  difeafes  which  impede  our  progrefs  in  the  Weft  Indies. 
It  is,  neverthelefs,  melancholy  to  reflea,  that  thro’  the  violence 
of  a  molt  wanton  perfecution,  out  of  a  Society  confiding  of  105 
members  who  bade  fair  for  heaven,  but  few  veftiges  fhould  remain, 
mt  in  hope  that  the  prefent  appearances  will  not  deceive  us,  we 
muft  wait  with  refignation,  and  both  pray  and  exert  ourfelves 

that  we  may  reap  the  blefled  fruits  which  we  have  feme  real'on  to 

expect. 

r 

XIII.  NOVA  SCOTIA  &  NEW  BRUNSWICK. 

*  Though  thefe  Provinces  are*  very  extenfive,  the  inhabitants  are 
but  thmly  fcattered.  Iheir  population  bears  fome  refemblance  to 
that  of  the  northern  parts  of  Scotland.  We  have  feven  Miffion- 
aries  employed  m  this  country,  who  endeavour  to  diffufe  the 
word  of  hfe  over  a  vaft  extent  of  territory,  in  very  few  parts  of 
wffich  they  have,  or  can  have,  very  confiderable  congregations. 
When  firft  we  began  to  preach  the  gofpel  in  theie  parts,  about 
twenty-five  years  fince,  there  was  but  little  profpedt  of  fuccefs. 
God,  however,  has  proved  better  to  us  than  all  our  fears.  For 
evera  years  paft,  wherever  the  word  has  been  preached,  it  has 
been  attended  with  a  bleffing.  Of  late,  the  outpouring  of  the 
i  pin  las  een  experienced  among  them  in  a  very  extraordinary 
manner.  .  In  our  laft  report  we  ftated  the  outlines  of  this  great 
work  which  was  then  carrying  on,  and  in  the  prefent  we  have  ra~ 
er  to  confirm  than  to  correCt  our  former  obfervations.  In  moft 
places  where  preaching  has  been  regular,  the  Divine  prefence  has 
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been  felt,  numbers  have-  been  added  to  the  Society  :  and  thefe,  in 
genera],  are  now  much  alive  to  God. 

Still,  however,  many  thoufands  who  are  eagerly  panting  after 
the  gofpel  in  different  places,  are  prevented,  through  the  peculiar¬ 
ity  of  their  fituatlons,  from  enjoying  its  facred  light.  Their  dis¬ 
tance  is  too  great  to  permit  them  to  attend  thofe  places  where 
preaching  is  eilablifhed.  And  this  muft  continue  to  be  the  cafe 
with  them  either  in  a  greater  or  fmaller  degree,  unlefs  God  be 
pleafed  to  raife  up  a  number  of  preachers  among  themfelves,  or 
we  can  find  many  more  Preachers  that  breathe  the  Miffionary 
fpirit  and  more  pecuniary  aid  at  home.  According  to  our  laft 
accounts  we  have  now  in  Society  910  members,  mofl  of  whom 
have  been  brought,  through  grace,  to  feel  the  powers  of  the  world 
to  come.  For  a  more  particular  account  of  this  great  work,  we 
refer  our  readers  to  the  Methodifl  Magazines  for  OCtober  and 
November  1807,  and  January  1808. 

XIV.  NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Through  our  inability  to  procure  a  regular  fucceffion  of  Million- 
aries  for  this  Ifland,  the  work  has  been  fubjeCted  to  many  viciffi- 
tudes  :  but  God  has  been  pleafed  to  blefs,  in  a  vifible  manner,  the 
means  which  have  been  ufed.  Hitherto  the  labours  of  the  Miffion- 
aries  have  been  confined  to  the  white  inhabitants  who  refide  near 
the  fhores  ;  but  in  the  interior,  a  great  number  of  Indians  are 
living  without  hope  and  without  God  in  the  world. 

When  the  unhappyperfecution,  now  raging  in  Jamaica,  called 
the  General  Superintend entjaf  the  Milhous  before  a  Committee 
of  the  Lords  of  Council  for  Trade  and  foreign  Plantations,  a  few 
months  fince,  the  Lord  Prefident  expreffed  it  as  the  wifh  of  the 
Council,  that  we  would  eftablifh  a  milhon  iipthe  interior  of  this 
Ifland  for  the  native  Indians;  afluring  him  that  every  neceflary 
protection  fhould  be  afforded  by  the  Government ;  and  that  if  the 
Indians  could  be  prevailed  on  to  domeflicate  themfelves  and  culti¬ 
vate  lands,  they  would  authorize  the  Miffionaries  to  procure,  at 
the  public  expenfe,  clothing,  feeds  of  all  kinds,  and  inftruments 
of  hufbandry  for  their  ufe.  This  important  fubjeCt  has  been 
taken  into  ferious  confideration  ;  and  at  the  laft  Conference,  three 
Miffionaries  were  appointed  for  this  Ifland,  who  were  not  only  to 
labour  among  the  white  people,  but  alfo  to  take  fuch  preparatory 
fteps  as  may  lead  to  the  eftablifhment  of  a  Miflion  among  the  In¬ 
dians.  Should  thefe  early  exertions  prove  fuccefsful,  fuch  mea- 
fures  will  hereafter  be  adopted  as  will  appear  molt  likely  to  an- 
fwer  the  benevolent  defigns  of  Government,  and,  above  all,  to 

make  the  Indians,  through  Divine  grace,  living  branches  of  the 

true 
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VII.  ST.  VINCENT’S. 


This  is  the  fecond  ifland  which  the  Methodift  Miflionaries  en¬ 
tered  with  a  defign  to  eftablilh  the  gofpel,  when  they  firft  vifited 
the  Weil  Indies.  This  was  in  1787.  On  their  firft  arrival  they 
were  treated  with  many  flattering  marks  of  refpedl  by  the  inhab¬ 
itants,  which,  with  fome  partial  interruptions,  have  continued  to 
the  prefent  day.  In  1793,  a  moft  fevere  edidt  palled  the  legifla- 
tive  affembly  of  the  ifland',  to  prevent  the  preaching  of  the  gof- 
pel,  and  it  was  immediately  executed  with  all  its  rigour.  It  was, 
however,  of  fhort  continuance  ;  for  his  majefty  foon  afterwards 
graeioufly  difallowed,  and  thereby,  in  effedb,  repealed  the  law. 

From  that  time  to  the  prefent  no  impediment  of  importance 
has  been  permitted  to  oppofe  the  progrefs  of  the  gofpel.  Many  of 
thofe  who  were  once  perfecutors  are  now  become  friends,  and 
fhew  to  the  Miflionaries  a  degree  of  kindnefs  and  hofpitality 
which  is  fcarcelv  equalled  in  any  other  ifland.  Several  of  the 
wealthy  planters  have  opened  their  houfes  for  their  reception,  and 
given  them  accefs  to  their  negroes  at  all  proper  times.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  this,  the  negroes  are  permitted  to  attend  public  preaching 
at  fuch  places  as  are  convenient ;  a  favour  which  we  had  at  one 
time  reafon  to  fear  they  would  never  obtain.  It  is  not,  however, 
to  be  underftood  that  this  permiflion  is  univerfal  throughout  the 
ifland.  The  prejudices  of  many  are  rather  foftened  than  fubdued, 
and  would,  probably,  break  forth  again  with  renewed  violence,  if 
the  civil  power  were  to  lend  its  aid.  Neverthelefs,  the  Miflion- 
aries  have  peace  in  all  their  borders,  and,  on  the  whole,  have  more 
places  open  to  them  than  they  could  regularly  have  fupplied  with 
preaching,  if  their  health  had  been  unimpaired.  But  in  this  re- 
fp  edd  our  two  Miflionaries  have  fullered  feverely  the  laft  year. 
Mr.  Thompfon  has  fcarcely  been  free  from  the  fever  and  aeue 
fince  he  has  been  upon  the  ifland.  To  add  to  this  afflidhion,  Mr. 
Morrifon,  his  colleague,  after  buffering  from  the  fever  a  few  days, 
fell  a  vidtim  to  its  ravages  on  Friday,  May  6,  1808,  and  entered 
into  glory  in  the  peace  of  God. 

But  amidft  the  gloom  of  borrow  which  thefe  awful  vifitations  of 
God  occafion,  we  have  the  happinefs  to  ftate  that,  on  the  whole, 
the  work,  through  the  ifland,  affords  many  pleafing  profpedts. 
Through  the  afflidlions  which  have  been  mentioned,  the  country 
congregations  have  been  much  negledfed,  yet  the  Society  at  large 
has  admitted  of  a  fmall  increafe.  ((  Our  profpedls,”  fays  Mr. 
Thompfon,  <(  are  of  a  promifing  nature,  had  we  but  health  and 
u  ftrength  to  improve  them.  With  refpedd  to  numbers  in  Society 
<c  I  cannot  be  corredd,  having  found  it  impoflible  to  take  the  ex- 
“  add  number  of  the  windward  Society.  With  refpedb  to  the 
<f  town,  I  find  it  to  exceed  that  of  laft  year :  we  may,  therefore, 

G  fafely 
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“  fafely  fet  down  the  laft  year’s  number.”  Thefe  were  ftated  In 
pur  laft  Report  to  amount  to  2,374  members.  In  another  letter, 
dated  May  4,  1808,  Mr.  Thompfort  obferves,  “  There  are  at  pre- 
u  fent  many  good  profpeCIs  that  Chrift’s  kingdom  will  be  enlarg- 
<(  ed  in  this  ifland.  In  one  place  to  leeward,  in  which  we  have 
“  a  good  large  houfe  and  lot  which  we  have  lately  converted  into 
<c  a  chapel,  where  wefometimes  formerly  had  not  twenty  hearers, 
“  we  now  have  congregations  of  250  or  200  perfons,  and  hope 
“  foon  to  have  a  large  Society,  as  the  hearers  are  not  only  nume- 
$c  rous  but  peaceable.” 

VIII.  BARBADOES. 


When  the  gofpel  was  carried  into  this  ifland  in  1788,  we  ex- 
peeled  that  the  inhabitants  of  this  ancient  Britifh  colony  would 
have  received  it  with  joy.  But  in  this,  as  in  many  other  inftances, 
we  have  feen  reafon  to  diftruft  our  calculations  on  future  events. 
The  inhabitants  in  general  have  been  more  callous  to  conviction, 
fend  have  manifefted  more  difinclination  to  receive  inftruCtion,  than 
thofe  of  other  iflands,  of  which  we  have  indulged  lefs  promifing 
hopes.  A  fmall  Society  was,  ho  a  ever,  foon  raifed,  and  as  fuch 
it  has  continued,  and  ftill  continues  to  the  prefent  day.  But  for 
the  fcantinefs  of  its  numbers,  we  have  found  no  contemptible 
compenfation  in  the  remarkable  piety  of  its  members.  And  this, 
perhaps,  is  rendered  the  more  confpicuous  by  being  contrafted 
with  the  furrounding  vices  of  thofe  who  are  ftrangers  to  God. 
The  few  who  have  put  their  hands  to  the  gofpel  plough,  have 
manifefted  fuch  peculiar  attachment  to  the  Miflionaries  who  have 
been  fent  among  them,  that,  notwithftanding  the  prevailing  wick- 
ednefs  of  the  place,  fcarcely  one  has  ever  left  them  without  drop¬ 
ping  the  tear  of  regret.  In  general,  only  one  Miifionary  has  been 
Rationed  on  this  ifland  at  once,  and  his  labours  have  chiefly  been 
confined  to  Bridgetown,  in  which  the  principal  part  of  the  So¬ 
ciety  refide. 

On  July  17,  1807,  Mr.  Robinfon,  who  had  been  appointed  to 
labour  in  this  ifland,  paid  the  debt  of  nature,  leaving  the  defert- 
ed  Society,  from  that  time  till  the  following  November,  without  a 
minifter.*  At  this  time  Mr.  Willis,  on  his  paflage  to  another 
ifland,  was  induced  by  the  diftrefles  of  the  Society,  to  continue 
here,  though  he  defignedly  touched  at  it  only  as  an  occafional  vi¬ 
ctor.  From  him  we  learn  that  the  little  Society  ftill  retains  its 
primitive  character,  and  fince  his  arrival  has  received  fome  increafe. 
In  our  Minutes  for  1807,  the  whole  number  was  ftated  at  86. 
They  are  now  augmented  to  42,  At  prefent  the  congregations

are 
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are  large  and  attentive,  and  feveral  doors  have  been  opened  on  the? 
plantations  ;  but  one  Miffionary  cannot  do  full  juftice  both  to  the 
town  and  country.  From  thefe  new  openings,  from  the  little  re¬ 
vival  which  has  taken  place,  and  the  inCreafe  and  apparent  feri- 
oufnefs  of  the  congregations,  we  are  induced  to  hope  for  better 
days  *,  and  hence  fhall  embrace  the  earliell  opportunity  of  fending 
another  Miffionary  to  the  ifland,  as  far  as  is  confident  with  the 
work  at  large. 

In  addition  to  the  numbers  in  Society  which  we  have  mention** 
ed  above,  there  ate  fifteen  foldiers  and  four  of  their  wives,  who 
are  ferious,  and  regularly  meet  in  clafs.  But  thefe,  from  the  pe¬ 
culiarity  of  their  fituations,  have  no  opportunity  of  afiociating 
with  the  inhabitants.  They  belong  to  the  63d  regiment.  Some 
of  them  had  embraced  the  gofpel  before  they  left  Ireland  for  Bar- 
badoes.  They  have  a  room  in  the  Oarrifon  at  fix  dollars  per 
month,  and  hold  meetings  twice  every  day  except  Saturdays,  on 
which  they  are  aim  oft  wholly  engaged  in  military  duties.  Thby 
are  alfo  vifited  by  the  Miffionary,  and  a  Local  Preacher  who  re- 
fides  in  the  ifland,  who  preach  to  them  and  others  as  often 
as  circumdances  will  admit. 

IX.  GRENADA, 

The  flate  of  religion  in  this  ifland,  in  a  certain  degree,  bears  a 
ftrong  refemblance  to  that  in  Barbadoes  $  though  the  reafons  why 
the  gofpel  is  not  more  profperous  are  more  obvious.  The  negroes^ 
in  general*  throughout  the  country  parts,  fpeak  only  a  broken  dia¬ 
lect  of  the  French  language.  Grenada  was  fird  vifited  by  us  in 
1789,  and  very  fhortly  after  the  preaching  was  eftabliffied,  a  fmaU 
but  pious  Society  was  formed  in  St.  George’s,  the  capital  of  the 
ifland.  The  diverfity  of  language,  however,  between  the  town 
and  country,  confined  our  early  Miffionaries  to  the  former  *  and 
for  fome  time  we  had  little  or  no  hopes  of  extending  the  work. 
At  length,  a  Miffionary  acquainted  with  the  French  tongue,  was 
fent  hither  from  Jerfey,  but  was  foon  taken  from  his  labour  to  his 
reward.  From  the  time  of  his  death  to  the  prefent,  we  have  not 
been  able  to  fupply  his  place,  on  which  account  the  gofpel  has 
not  been  carried  into  the  country  among  the  negroes  on  the  plan¬ 
tations  ;  one  Miffionary  is  therefore  deemed  fufficient  for  the 
place. 

We  have  no  reafon  to  believe  that  any  thing  remarkable  has 
occurred  here  fince  we  made  our  laft  report.  The  Society  then 
confided  of  ninety  members.  It  ought  not,  however,  to  be  for¬ 
gotten,  that  the  piety  of  thofe  who  have  thus  proclaimed  for  God, 
has  almod  invariably  continued  urifhaken.  They  may  jultly  be 
edeemed  ornaments  to  their  profeffion,  and  examples  of  fimpli- , 
city,  uprightnefs,  and  peace. 
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X.  JAMAICA. 

^rom  th£  great  extent  of  this  Queen  of  our  colonial  pofleflions, 
We  flattered  ourfelves,  when  the  gofpel  was  about  to  be  introduced 
into  it  by  our  Miffionaries,  that  the  work  wou  d  be  proportion- 
ably  extenfive.  And,  indeed,  had  not  perfecution  been  permitted 
to  rage  with  more  than  common  violence,  we  have  reafon  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  fuccefs,  under  the  grace  of  God,  would  have  realiz¬ 
ed  our  mod  fanguine  hopes.  To  recount  the  various  forms  which 
perfecution  has  affirmed,  and  the  different  degrees  of  bufferings  to 
which  the  Miflionaries  have  been  expofed  in  this  ifland,  would 
require  a  volume  rather  than  a  report. 

Many  of  our  fubferibers  will  recoiled  that  towards  the  clofe  of 
1802,  an  a£t  paflfed  the  legiflature  of  Jamaica  to  prohibit  all  per- 
fons  from  “  preaching,  not  qualified  acccording  to  the  laws  of  the 
((  ifland.”  This  edi<3t,  which  was,  in  effect,  a  fufpenfion  of  the 
ToIeration-x4£t,  filenced  both  the  Methodift  and  Baptift  Miflion¬ 
aries,  and  completely  {hut  up  their  chapels.  A  partial  indulgence 
was  granted  to  Mr.  Fifh,  our  fuperintendent  Miflionary  ;  but  Mr. 
Campbell,  another  Miflionary,  was  committed  to  the  public  gaol, 
where  he  was  rigidly  confined  for  a  month.  The  edidf,  however, 
on  arriving  in  England,  to  obtain  the  royal  famTion,  was  rejected 
by  his  Majefty  in  Council.  In  confequence  of  this  rejection  or  re¬ 
peal  of  the  law,  the  work  which  had  been  fufpended,  foon  expe¬ 
rienced  a  blefled  revival.  In  Morant  Bay,  in  which  a  great  awak¬ 
ening  had  juft  begun,  and  in  many  other  places  in  which  the- 
gofpel  either  had  not  been  preached  or  had  been  heard  with  in¬ 
difference,  a  great  enquiry  was  made  by  numbers  of  the  people 
about  the  things  which  concerned  their  everlafting  peace.  The 
Society  which  had  been  reduced  by  the  late  perfecution  to  between 
five  and  fix  hundred,  was  augmented  to  upwards  of  800  in  1806, 
and  thefe  had  increased  to  1000  in  1807. 

But,  alas !  in  the  myfterious  providence  of  God,  thefe  profper- 
ous  appearances  had  no  long  continuance.  In  December  1807, 
the  legiflature,  as  if  determined  to  banifh  the  gofpel  from  the  ifland, 
paffed  the  following  law  : — u  That  if  any  of  the  flaves  fhould  be 
“  found  in  the  Chapel,  Coventicle,  or  other  place  of  worfhip,  or 
((  dwelling-houfe  of  a  Miflionary,  fuch  Miflionary  fhould  be  fined 

£,20  for  every  fuch  Have  found  as  above.”  This  was  the  lead¬ 
ing  trait  of  the  law,  the  whole  of  which  would  be  far  .too  long 
to  infert  within  the  limits  of  a  report.  All  our  chapels  in  this 
ifland  are  now  fliut  up,  the  Miflionaries  filenced,  and  the  work  of 
God,  to  all  appearance,  at  a  ftand.  However,  the  bufineis  is 
now  before  his  Majefty  in  Council,  and  all  the  minute  circum- 
ftances  of  the  perfecution  and  its  confequences  will,  in  due  time, 
be  laid  before  the  public. 

3  XI.  THE 
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XL  THE  BAHAMA  ISLANDS. 

Several  years  had  elapfed  after  the  gofpel  had  been  introduced 
Into  the  other  Weft  India  iflands  within  the  Britifh  dominions, 
before  any  attempts  were  made  to  introduce  it  into  the  Bahamas. 
But  the  inhabitants  of  thefe  iflands  were  foon  found  more  willing 
to  receive  inftrudtion  than  thofe  of  fome  other  parts,  of  whom 
we  had  expended  better  things.  Some  awful  vilitations  of  Provi¬ 
dence,  however,  at  firft  apparently  retarded  the  progrefs  of  the 
work,  by  reducing  the  inhabitants  to  great  diftrefs.  However, 
for  the  two  laft  years,  the  gofpel  has  taken  a  more  extenfivff 
fpread,  by  which  means  we  may  juftly  infer  that  it  has  been 
rendered  more  extenfively  ufeful. 

During  the  firft  years  of  its  eftablifhment,  it  was  confined  to 
New  Providence  ;  and  from  this  ifland  it  extended  to  one  or  two 
others  which  lie  in  its  vicinity.  In  thefe  latter  it  has  alfo  met  with 
a  favourable  reception,  and  fmail  Societies  of  ferious  and  affedHon- 
ate  people  have  been  formed  upon  them.  But  ftill  feveral  of  thefe 
iflets,  on  each  of  which  a  few  fcores  of  families  have  taken  up  their 
refidence,  have  been  precluded  from  the  means  of  inftrudfion. 
Unhappily  this  is  not  merely  the  cafe  with  refpedt  to  religion,  but 
even  as  it  refpedls  the  firft  rudiments  of  the  moft  fimple  educa¬ 
tion.  But  circumftanced  as  we  are,  we  can  only  behold  the  cala¬ 
mity  to  deplore  its  extent,  without  having  it  in  our  power  to  ad- 
minifter  relief.  A  greater  number  of  Miffionaries,  and  an  increafe 
of  pecuniary  affiftance,  are  alike  neceffary  to  enable  us  to  carry 
the  glad  tidings'  of  joy  to  thefe  forgotten  remnants  of  mankind. 

Hitherto  the  labours  of  our  Miffionaries  have  been  confined  to 
New  Providence  and  its  more  immediate  dependencies  ;  and  from 
thefe  places,  during  the  laft  year,  we  have  received  very  favour¬ 
able  accounts.  M g.  Rutledge,  who  has  been  feveral  years  ftation- 
ed  at  New  Providence,  thinks  the  year  that  is  now  paffed  the  moft 
profperous  for  the  caufe  of  God  he  has  known.  Multitudes  flock 
to  hear,  the  Society  has  increafed,  and  all  continue  to  enjoy  in 
tranquillity  their  gofpel  privileges  and  the  protedlion  of  the  laws. 
Among  the  members  of  the  Society  are  many  white  people  of  re- 
fpe&ability  and  influence,  who  afford  {belter  to  the  more  defence- 
lefs  of  the  Society ;  fo  that  oppofers  are  compelled  to  keep  them- 
felves  at  a  refpedtful  diffance  from  the  objedt  of  their  difap- 
probation. 

The  whole  number  in  Society,  according  to  our  laft  returns, 
amounted  to  91  whites,  and  148  blacks;  which  is  an  increafe  of 
nearly  70  from  the  itaternent  given  in  our  laft  Report,  Thefe  con¬ 
tinue  zealous  for  God,  and  anxious  to  fpread  his  praifes ;  and  bid 
fair  to  endure  to  everlafting  life.  But  amidft  this  appearance  of 
profperity,  we  .have  to  lament  that  Mr.  Turton,  our  fuperintendT 
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ing  Miffionary,  Is  nearly  wbrn  out  with  his  labours.  To  fuck  i 
weak  (late  has  he  been  reduced,  that,  during  the  greater  part  of  the 
year,  the  congregations  were  deprived  of  his  miniflry.  He  is  now 
gone  to  vifit  the  United  States,  for  the  recovery  of  his  health  bw 
the  urgent  advice  of  his  Phyfician,  whofe  teftimony  on  the  pro- 
priety  of  this  ftep,  Mr.  Turton  tranfmitted  to  us.  We  would  de¬ 
voutly  pray  that  God  would  be  pleafed  to  reftore  his  health,  and 
fend  more  labourers  into  his  vineyard.* 

XII.  BERMUDA. 

The  inhabitants  of  this  ifland,  who  are  at  a  vaft  dlftance  from 
any  other  land,  and,  in  general  much  farther  from  God,  were  vi- 
fited  many  years  fince  by  Mr.  Stephenfon,  one  of  our  Miffionaries, 
who  was  foon  favoured  with  fome  fl  ittering  profpe&s  of  fuccefs. 
But  the  enemies  of  righteoufnefs  raifed  a  florm  of  perfecution 
againft  him,  and  got  him  imprifoned  fix  months,  by  an  iniquitous 
edidl  of  the  aflembly  of  the  ifland,  enabled  on  purpofe  to  oppofe 
the  preaching  of  the  gofpel.  By  this  imprifonment  his  conflitu- 
tion  was  b  oken,  and  it  was  neceflary  to  recall  him  from  this  ifland* 
On  his  removal,  the  infant  Society  foon  dwindled  away  5  and 
thofe  who  once  bade  fair  for  eternal  glory,  mingled  again  with 
the  common  mafs.  Their  goodnefs,  therefore,  became  like  the 
morning  cloud,  and  like  the  early  dew,  it  vanifhed  away. 

Three  years  elapfed  before  the  law  which  injured  Mr.  Stephen¬ 
fon  and  the  cauie  of  God  became  void  ;  and  even  then  it  was  with 
difficulty  that  a  Miflionary  could  be  prevailed  upon  to  enter  on 
this  hoftile  fpot.  Mr.  Black,  of  Nova  Scotia,  made  an  attempt, 
but  lome  providential  circumft^nces  obftru&ed  his  way.  At 
length  Mr.  Marfden  undertook  the  hazardous  talk,  and  failed  from 
New  Brunfwick  in  the  month  of  April  of  the  prpfent  year.  On 
his  arrival  he  was  received  by  the  people  at  large  with  evident 
marks  of  difapprobation,  but  by  the  Governor  and  Attorney  Ge¬ 
neral  with  much  politenefs  and  refped.  On  making  enquiry 
after  thofe  whom  Mr.  Stephenfon  had  been  obliged  to  leave,  he 
could  find  only  a  few  individuals  who  had  retained  their  ferious 
impreflions.  He  had  therefore  all  his  work  to  begin,  nearly  as,

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#*ueh  fo  as  if  tne  gofpel  had  never  vifited  thefe  otherwife  de¬ 
lightful  lhores. 

.  Mally>  however,  who  had  been  the  chief  means  of  enact¬ 
ing  that  perfecting  law,  and  of  imprifoning  Mr.  Stephenfon,  are 
now  no  more, — are  gone  to  anfwer  for  their  condufr.  On  thefe 
accounts  we  have  but  little  interruption  to  fear  from  that  quarter  • 
and  fhould  it  arife  from  any  other,  the  fpirit  of  toleration  which 
the  Governor  has  manifefted,  promifes  all  the  protection  which 
juftice  can  claim,  or  the  laws  endure.  On  thefe  confiderations  it 
it  muft  be  evident  that  our  fuccefs  in- this  ifland  rather  lies  in  prof- 
pe£t  than  pofleffiorn  The  Miffionary,  at  prefent,  preaches  in  a 
Imall  room,  to  a  fmall  but  rather  increafing  congregation.  The 
behaviour  of  this  congregation  indicates  a  future  harveft,  and 
ftrong  hopes  are  entertained  that  we  (hall  not  ultimately  be  con- 
ftrained  to  fay,  “  All  day  long  have  we  ftretched  forth  our  hands 
to  a  difobedient  and  gainfaying  people.”  Should  the  gofpel  take 
root  m  this  delightful  fpot,  fuch  is  the  falubrity  of  the  air  and 
climate,  that  we  have  but  little  to  fear  from  interruptions  arifing 
from  thofe  difeafes  which  impede  our  progrefs  in  the  Weft  Indies, 
It  is,  neverthelefs,  melancholy  to  refleCf,  that  thro’  the  violence 
of  a  moft  wanton  persecution,  out  of  a  Society  confifting  of  105 
members  who  bade  fair  for  heaven,  but  few  veftiges  fhould  remain. 
But  in  hope  that  the  prefent  appearances  will  not  deceive  us,  we 
muft  wait  with  refignation,  and  both  pray  and  exert  ourfelves 
that  we  may  reap  the  blefled  fruits  which  we  have  fome  reafon  to 


XIII.  NOVA  SCOTIA  NEW  BRUNSWICK. 

Though  thefe  Provinces  are  very  extenfive,  the  inhabitants  are 
but  thinly  mattered*  Iheir  population  bears  fome  refemblance  to 
that  of  the  northern  parts  of  Scotland,  We  have  feven  Million- 
aries  employed  in  this  country,  who  endeavour  to  difFuie  the 

t.  tV  i  °Ver  a  Va^  extent  territory,  in  very  few  parts  of 
£^7  ^ave,5  or  can  have,  very  confiderable  congregations. 
When  firft  we  began  to  preach  the  gofpel  in  thele  parts,  about 
twenty-five  years  fince,  there  was  but  little  profped  of  fuccefs, 
God,  however,  has  proved  better  to  us  than  all  our  fears,  for 
ieveral  years  paft,  wherever  the  word  has  been  preached,  it  has 
been  attended  with  a  bleffing.  Of  late,  the  outpouring  of  the 
Spirit  has  been  experienced  among  them  in  a  very  extraordinary 
manner.  In  our  laft  report  we  ftated  the  outlines  of  this  great 
work  which  was  then  carrying  an,  and  in  the  prefent  we  have  ra- 
theT  to  Confirm  than  to  correct  our  former  obferVations.  In  moft 
places  where  preaching  has  been  regular,  the  Divine  prefence  has 

been 
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been  felt,  numbers  have  been  added  to  the  Society :  and  thefe,  in 
general,  are  now  much  alive  to  God. 

Still,  however,  many  thoufands  who  are  eagerly  panting  after 
the  gofpel  in  different  places,  are  prevented,  through  the  peculiar¬ 
ity  of  their  fltuations,  from  enjoying  its  facred  light.  Their  dis¬ 
tance  is  too  great  to  permit  them  to  attend  thofe  places  where 
preaching  is  eftablilhed.  And  this  mail  continue  to  be  the  cafe 
with  them  either  in  a  greater  or  Smaller  degree,  unlefs  God  be 
pleafed  to  raife  up  a  number  of  preachers  among  themfelves,  or 
we  can  find  many  more  Preachers  that  breathe  the.Miflionary 
Spirit  and  more  pecuniary  aid  at  home.  According  to  our daft 
accounts  we  have  now  in  Society  910  members,  mod  of  whom 
Lave  been  brought,  through  grace,  to  feel  the  powers  of  the  world 
to  come.  For  a  more  particular  account  of  this  great  work,  we 
refer  our  readers  to  the  Methodifl  Magazines  for  OCtober  an4 
November  1807,  and  January  1808. 

XIV.  NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Through  our  inability  to  procure  a  regular  fuccefiion  of  Miflion- 
aries  for  this  Ifland,  the  work  has  been  fubj  edited  to  many  vicifli- 
tudes  :  but  God  has  been  pleafed  to  blefs,  in  a  vifible  manner,  the 
means  which  have  been  ufed.  Hitherto  the  labours  of  the  Miflion¬ 
aries  have  been  confined  to  the  white  inhabitants  who  refide  near 
the  fhores  ;  but  in  the  interior,  a  great  number  of  Indians  are 
living  without  hope  and  without  God  in  the  world. 

When  the  unhappy  perfecution,  now  raging  in  Jamaica,  called 
the  General  Superintendent  of  the  Millions  before  a  Committee 
Or  the  Lords  of  Council  for  Trade  $nd  foreign  Plantations,  a  few 
months  fmce,  the  Lord  Prefident  exprefled  it  as  the  wifh  of  the 
Council,  that  we  would  eftablifh  a  million  in  the  interior  of  this 
Ifland  for  the  native  Indians  *,  alluring  him  that  every  neceflary 
protection  fhould  be  alforded  by  the  Government ;  and  that  if  the 
Indians  could  be  prevailed  on  to  domelticate  themfelves  and  culti¬ 
vate  lands,  they  would  authorize  the  Miflionaries  to  procure,  at 
the  public  expenfe,  clothing,  feeds  of  all  kinds,  and  inltruments 
of  hulbandry  for  their  ufe.  This  important  fubjeCt  has  been 
taken  into  ferious  confideration  ;  and  at  the  lalt  Conference,  three 
Miflionaries  were  appointed  for  this  Ifland,  who  were  not  only  to 
labour  among  the  white  people,  but  alfo  to  take  fuch  preparatory 
fleps  as  may  lead  to  the  eftabliflnnent  of  a  Million  among  the  In¬ 
dians.  Should  thefe  early  exertions  prove  fuccefsful,  fuch  mea- 
fures  will  hereafter  be  adopted  as  will  appear  moll  likely  to  an- 
fwer  the  benevolent  defigns  of  Government,  and,  above  all,  to 
make  the  Indians,  through  Divine  grace,  living  branches  of  the 

true 
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fcfue  fpiritual  Vine.  The  number  of  the  Society,  at  prefent,  is 
only  eighty. 

XV.  SIERRA  LEONE  in  AFRICA. 

From  this  detached  fettlement  we  have  lately  received  accounts 
Which  are  both  plealing  and  diftreffing.  They  are  pleafmg,  when 
we  furvey  the  piety  and  perfeverance  manifefted  by  thofe  who 
are  determined  to  know  nothing  but  Jefus  Chrift  and  him  cruci¬ 
fied  :  they  are  diftrefling,  when  we  read  their  earneft  entreaties  to 
Us  to  fend  them  a  Miffionary,  when,  at  prefent,  we  have  none  1 6 
fend  them*  But  we  hope  that  fome  pious  and  proper  man  will 
offer  himfelf  as  an  ambaffador  for  God,  and  boldly  venture  to  pro¬ 
claim  among  thefe  colonifts  the  unfearchable  riches  of  Chrift.  At 
prefent  God  is  pleafed  to  carry  on  his  work  among  them  by  fuch 
means  as  they  have,  and  lately  a  conflderable  revival  has  taken 
place  in  their  little  fociety  and  congregation.  The  number  of  the 
members  in  Society  is  about  one  hundred.  For  a  further  account 
we  refer  our  readers  to  a  Letter  from  Sierra  Leone,  which  will 
appear  in  our  Magazine  for  December  next. 

XVI.  GIBRALTAR, 

Since  our  laft  Report,  a  Miffionary  has  been  fent  to  this  import* 
ant  fortrefs  ;  and  we  have  reafon  to  believe  that  his  labotfrs  will  be 
attended  with  mueh  fuccefs.  Among  the  military  there  are  many- 
precious  fouls;  and  lately  fome  few  of  the  inhabitants  have  been 
led  to  enquire  ferioufly  after  God.  Soon  after  the  arrival  of  the 
jSfiffionary,  fome  of  the  regiments  to  which  feveral  of  our  Society 
belong,  received  orders  for  immediate  embarkation,  which  reduc* 
£d  the  general  number  of  our  Society.  Thofe,  however,  who 
have  thus  left  the  place,  appeared  to  be  eftabliffied  in  the  truth 
and  grace  of  God  :  we  hope,  therefore,  that  they  will  hereafter 
be  the  means  of  diffufing  the  little  leaven  through  a  conflderable 
portion  of  the  whole  lump.  If  genuine  piety  Can  be  introduced 
in  a  conflderable  meafure  into  thofe  departments  of  life,  it  will 
become  the  more  confpicuous  through  the  furrounding  vices  with 
which  it  will  be  contrafted  ;  and,  we  have  reafon  to  hope,  will 
greatly  help  towards  a  general  reformation  of  manners.  The 
number  in  Society  on  the  Rock,  amounted,  when  we  received 
the  laft  accounts,  to  36,  which,  when  we  take  into  the  account 
the  circumftances  ftated  in  our  laft  Report,  are  as  many  as  could 
reafonably  be  expended  to  declare  for  God, 

XVII.  THE 
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XVII.  THE  IRISH  MISSIONS. 

€  The  numerous  accounts  of  thefe  Millions,  which  have  been 
given  in  our  Magazines  fince  our  laft  Report,  will  render  it  lefs 
necelfary  to  enlarge  on  the  important  and  fuccefsful  attempts  which 
have  been  made  of  late  years,  to  introduce  the  gofpel  among  the 
Roman  Catholics  of  Ireland.  The  benefits  which  have  already 
refulted  from  the  inftitution  of  thefe  Millions,  are  almoft  incalcu¬ 
lable.  Great  numbers,  through  grace,  have  had  fortitude  fuffi- 
cient  to  break  off  the  {hackles  of  Popery,  in  which  both  they 
and  their  anceftors  had  been  held  from  time  immemorial.  Multi¬ 
tudes  of  others,  who  cannot  be  induced  to  believe  that  falvation 
is  attainable  out  of  the  pale  of  that  tyrannical  and  corftipt  com¬ 
munion,  have  been  fo  far  enlightened  as  to  perceive  many  of  the 
impofitions  which  have  been  pradtifed  on  them  by  their  prielts. 
Even  great  numbers  of  the  Proteftants  of  Ireland,  both  nominaf 
and  real,  have,  through  thefe  means,  been  ftirred  up  to  feek  that 
falvation  which  they  had  habitually  negledled  ;  and  many  of  them 

have  been  awakened  by  that  alarm  which  the  Millionaries  have 
founded. 

As  the  Englifh  and  Irifh  languages  are  fpoken  in  moll  places 
where  they  preach,  it  has  been  found  highly  expedient  that  they 
fbould  travel  in  pairs,  one  of  them  preaching  in  the  former, 
and  the  other  in  the  latter  tongue.  The  happy  effedls  which 
have  fucgeeded  to  this  regulation,  have  already  become  vifi- 
ble.  At  prelent  we  have  ten  Millionaries  employed  on  this  im¬ 
portant  errand  ;  but  the  extent  of  country  and  population  de¬ 
mands  the  labours  of  twice  that  number.  Thefe  could  be  found 
without  much  difficulty,  if  the  pecuniary  aid  which  is  wanting 
did  not  lay  an  embargo  on  our  defigns.  Thofe  of  our  opulent 
friends  who  have  money  to  fpare  for  beneficent  purpofes,  may  here 
find  ample  room  to  exercife  their  benevolence,  and,  under  the 
blellings  and  promifes  of  God,  procure  unto  themfelves  perpetual 
gratification,  and  greatly  promote  the  glory  of  God. 

XVIII.  THE  WELSH  MISSIONS. 

Perhaps  in  no  part  of  the  globe  in  which  we  have  ellablifhed 
Millions,  have  the  benefits  refulting  from  them  been  more  con- 
fpicuous,  more  extenfive,  or  more  genuine,  than  in  the  Princi¬ 
pality  of  Wales.  Ten  years  have  not  yet  elapfed  fince  their  firll 
inftitution ;  and  fo  greatly  has  God  blelfed  the  endeavours  of  his 
fervants,  that  no  lefs  than  fixty  chapels  have  been  eredled,  which 
are  filled  with  large  and  attentive  congregations.  A  Society  has 
been  raifed,  which  confifts  of  5,218  members,  befides  our  Wellh 
Societies  in  London,  Manchefter,  Liverpool,  and  the  Swanfea, 

5  Cardiff, 
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Cardiff,  Merthyr-Tydville,  Brecon,  Kington,  Caermarthen,  and 
Wrexham  circuits,  which  probably  amount  to  at  lead  1,000  more. 
This  very  extraordinary  work  was  begun  about  nine  years  and  a 
half  fince,  by  two  pious  men  who  underdood  the  Wel^  language. 
From  this  fmall  beginning  no  lefs  than  thirty-fix  Travelling  Preach¬ 
ers  have  fprung  up  ;  and  thefe  have  been  accompanied  by  a  dill 
greater  number  of  men  who  a<T  in  a  local  capacity. 

Nor  is  this  work  apparently  more  rapid  than  real.  The  Preach¬ 
ers  do,  indeed,  breathe  the  genuine  Miffionary  fpirit.  The  peo¬ 
ple  feern  actuated  by  the  fame  difpofition.  Their  words  and  ac¬ 
tions  manifed  a  fpirit  of  love  *,  and  the  life  and  power  of  true 
religion  evidently  dwell  and  rule  in  their  hearts.  The  little 
cloud  which  fird  appeared  fo  remarkably  in  North  Wales,  and 
fhed  that  facred  (hower  of  which  we  have  jud  fpoken,  is  now 
grown  larger,  and  glorioufly  moves  over,  and  covers  a  more  ex- 
ten  five  tradl.  From  North  Wales  it  is  fpreading  over  South 
Wales.  Cardiganfhire,  Caermarthenfhire,  Glamorganfhire,  and 
Breconfhire,  are  refrefhed  with  the  dews  of  heaven :  and  Pem- 
brokefhire,  Radnorfhire,  and  Monmouthfhire,  begin  to  feel  the 
influences  of  this  great  revival :  all  feem  to  be  preparing  for  a 
larger  fhower  which,  we  trud,  will  Ihortly  fall  upon  them.  For 
this  glorious  outpouring  of  the  Spirit  the  people  feem  to  be  de¬ 
voutly  waiting  ;  and  we  believe  the  day  is  not  very  remote,  when 
the  mountains  fhall  break  forth  into  finging  on  the  right-hand  and 

on  the  left.  *

XIX.  THE  HOME  MISSIONS  in  ENGLAND. 

When  our  friends  and  brethren  refledb  on  the  vad  extent  to 
which  the  gofpel  has  been  publifhed  through  this  kingdom  within 
the  lad  twenty  years,  many  of  them  may  be  led  to  wonder  why 
thefe  Millions  fhould  be  thought  neceffary.  But  their  adonilh- 
ment  will  ceafe  when  they  are  informed  that  out  of  the  11,000 
parilhes  which  England  and  Wales  contain,  perhaps  one  half  of 
them,  feldom  or  never  hear  the  gofpel.  In  numerous  fmall 
towns,  villages,  and  hamlets,  a  very  confiderable  part  of  the  in¬ 
habitants  attend  no  place  of  worlhip  whatever,  nor  once  think  of 
entering  a  religious  edifice,  except  when  marriages,  baptifms,  or 
funerals  *>ccur.  It  is  among  people  of  this  deicription  that  our 

Millions  have  been  chiefly  edablilhed. 

Within  the  three  lad  years  God  has  fo  bleffed  thefe  means, 
that  great  numbers  who  had  been  living  without  hope  and  with- 
put  God  in  the  world,  have,  through  Divine  grace,  been  brought 
to  know  in  whom  they  have  believed.  In  addition  to  thefe,  vaft 
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numbers  have  been  induce;!  to  entertain  a  reliih  for  the  gofoel  of 
■which  they  had  fcarcely  ever  before  had  any  conception.  Among 
thele,  feveral  new  circuits  have  been  formed,  and  confiderable 
congregations  collected ;  fo  that  we  have  reafon  to  believe  that 
God  will  £on  “  call  them  a  people  who  were  not  a  people  ”  and 
“  her  beloved  who  was  *not  beloved.”  Thirty-five  Miffionaries 
were  appointed  by  our  laft  Conference  for  this  home. department  • 
and  we  are  happy  to  find  from  their  labours  and  thofe  of  their 
predeceffors,  that  the  predominant  vices  are  confiderably  on  the 
decline  m  many  parts,  and  that  multitudes  flock  to  the  ftandard 
ot  Chrilt  as  doves  to  the  windows.  In  thort,  though  they  were 
but  lately  penlhmg  for  lack  of  knowledge,  they  appear  ripe  for 

the  gofpel,  and  many  of  them  already  embrace  the  overtures  of 
falvatxon  through  Jefus  Chrift. 

We  have  now  laid  before  you,  Friends  and  Brethren,  a  faith- 
iul  ltatement  of  our  Millions,  both  in  foreign  parts  and  at  home, 
and  noted,  we  believe,  with  accuracy,  their  progrefs,  prof- 
penty,  difafters,  and  prolpefts.  You  need  not  be  told,  that  a 
work  fo  extenfive  as  this  which  is  now  laid  before  you,  cannot  be 
fupported  without  confiderable  expenfe.  Your  generous  benefac¬ 
tions  are  our  only  refources.  Through  thefe,  under  God,  we 
haye  been  enabled  to  begin,  to  extend,  and  to  carry  on  this  work  \ 

<md  for  its  future  fupport,  we  again  appeal  to  the  genuine  feel¬ 
ings  of  your  hearts. 

The  multitudes  who  have  died  in  the  faith,  prove  the  utility  of 
that  ellabltfhment,  the  caufe  of  which  we  are  now  pleading. 
J.he  many  thoufands  who  can  now  rejoice  in  hope  of  the  glory 
of  God,  demonftrate  that  it  has  met  with  the  approbation  of  Hea- 
ven.  And  the  myriads  whole  minds  have  been  enlightened  thro* 
the  fame  medium,  though  they  have  no  clofe  connection  with  us, 
afford  the  molt  pleafing  affurance,  that  the  time  is  at  hand  when 
*  righteoufnefs  {hall  cover  the  earth.”  This,  among  many  others, 
thofe  prophecies  which  are  yet  unaccomplilhed,  but 
which  teem  faff  verging  towards  a  completion.  The  increafe  of 
Millions  teems  moft  likely  to  be  one  happy  inftrument  which  will 
bring  about  this  great  event.  Much  has  been  already  done,  but 
incomparably  more  remains  \  and  this  ought  to  become  anirrelilt- 
ible  call  upon  all,  Thofe  who  fupport  the  gofpel  do  indireCtly 
preach  it ;  and  God  has  affured  us  that  they  who  turn  many  to 

nghteoufnefs,  ffiall  thine  as  the  ftars  in  the  firmament  for  ever 
and  ever.  % 

There  are  numbers  of  you,  Friends  and  Brethren,  on  whom 
the  bounties  of  heaven  have  been  bellowed  with  a  liberal  hand, 
and  who  gratefully  acknowledge  their  obligations  to  their  Divine 
Benefactor.  It  is  to  you  that  our  Miflions  look,  as  it  were,  with 
th§  rcipft  earneft  expectation  and  folicitude.  Your  former  liber- 

ality 
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ality  infpires  us  with  prefent  confidence,  and  animated  our  hopes 
that  you  will  not  permit  the  caufe  of  God  to  fuffer  for  the  want 
of  that  pecuniary  affiftance  which  you  are  able  to  beftow  without 
injuring  yourfelves  or  your  families. 

For  paft  favours  we  thank  you  in  the  name  of  God,  and  hope, 
through  the  union  of  your  labours  of  love  with  our  own,  to  be¬ 
hold  the  day  when  “  His  fons  fhall  be  brought  from  afar,  and  his 
daughters  from  the  ends  of  the  earth.”  That  God  may  haften 
the  happy  period  by  making  thefe  our  fincere  exertions  fubfervient 
to  the  glorious  event,  forms  the  burden  of  fome  of  the  mod; 
earneft  prayers  and  warmeft  defires  of  our  hearts.
